GE EXPLAINS HOW HE CAME TO MAKE 

TWO SPEECHES FOR BLAINE—A ' CHIEP 

OF DIVISION WHO CAN’T SPELL 
WasuHiInGToN, Sept. 4.—In reply to the 
vharges that Dr. Gregory made a trip at 

Government expense to I}inois in October 

last, during which he delivered partisan 

speeches defending Mr. Blaine and abusing 

Mr. Cleveland, the doctor, before leaving for 

Philadelphia this afternoon, was asked to make 
a statement. He said: “The records of the 
Civil Service Commission will show that my 
trip last Fall was duly authorized and properly 
accounted for. The records will show that an 
examination was ordered at St. Louis on Oct. 
Bl, and that the date was afterward changed 
to the 6th of November. It was thought by 
the commission that the approaching election 
day would make it difficult for applicants to ap- 
pear until later; hence the postponement. I 
attended an examination at Chicago on the 
80th and stopped at my home, in Harris- 
town, IIL, over the Sabbath. I voted 
pn Tuesday and went immediately to St. 
Louis. I persistently refused during the 
whole campaign to make speeches, although I 
received many invitations. I did promise some 
of my acquaintances at Decatur, which.is near 
my residence, that if I happened to be_in that 
part of the country I would make an ad- 
dress to them on t the*political ‘outlook. 
I was to talk as a Republican, of course, 
but it was to be understood as a lecture 
to my fellow-neighbors. The audience which 
greeted me Saturday was composed of my 
friends of both parties, and all agreed that my 
address was fair and temperate indeed. I re- 
ceived many warm commendations for it from 
Democrats. I stated at the outset I should 
Bay nothing of the candidates except to 
express my confidence in Mr. Blaine’s 
integrity. Beyond that neither of the 
candidates was alluded to. It ‘cannot be 
charged that my talk was in any sense a cam- 
paign speech. On Monday evening, at the little 
railroad station near my home, at the request 
of some friends, I repeated substantially my‘ 
Saturday’s talk. It came convenient for me to 
make my visit bome at that time, and there was 
nothing improperin my action.. I have no desire 
to appear in the attitude of making a defense, as 
am not a candidate for reappointment, I sim- 
ply spoke to my neighbors when I had the op- 

ortunity, and the Government was not charged 
or my expenses when I was not attending to its 
business. My bill, which is published to makea 
vase against me, proves that from Nov. 1 to Nov. 
61 paid all my own expenses. That covers the 
period of my visit home, my alleged speeches, 
and my vote.” 

It is related that when Senator Voorhees ap- 
plied to Secretary Lamar for the appointment 
of his friend Faulkner, the ready letter writer, 
as chief of the records division of the Pension} 
Office, Mr. Lamar !ooked over the papers and, 
finding Faulkner's application, exclaimed,’ 
* Look here, Voorhees, your man can’t spell. 
You certainly don’t expect me to give a place to 
a fellow who spells appointment with one‘ p’ 
and Democrat with an ‘i,’ 

“TI don’t see what that has to do with it,” re- 
lied Mr. Voorhees. “If you are going to draw 
he line on spelling, you will debar most of the 

Democratic Party from office. I sometimes 
make mistakes myself.”’ 

When Faulkner took his position, the retiring 
thief introduced him to his subordinates and to, 
Mr, Fuller, assistant chief of the division. 
Mr. Faulkner then delivered an address 
defining his official policy, and informing the 
clerks that, although he did not propose to be 
oppressive, he thought the Government was en- 
titled to their best energies and abilities. “If

Mr. Thorn thinks that arbitrary measures would 
be peculiarly untimely and out of place in view~ 
of the fact that the Secretary of the Treasury 
has as yet taken no action in reference to the 
suggestions of the commission's report of the 
investigation.

CLOSING UP A NEWM&ERSEY STREAM. . 


TRENTON, Sept. 4.—Speaker Armstrong, 
in behalf of the Attorney-General, filed a bill in 
the Court of Chancery to-day, setting forth that 
the American Dredging Company is digging, 1,000 
cubic yards of mud a day from the Delaware 
River, near the Pennsy)vania shore, and ‘are de- 
positing it ina channel on the New-Jersey side, 
between Camden and the northern end-of Petty’s 
Island. It is claimed that the State of New-Jersey 


owns all that section of the stream and is ina 
position to protect it from injury at the 
hands of corporations. It is represented in 
the bill that a line of piling is being driven in the 
channel, the object being to construct a dike 
there, the effect of which will be the destruction 
of navigation at the point. It is alleged that 
the dike will also close up Cooper's Creek, a 
navigable stream emptying into the Delaware 
River, and what is held by the complainant to 
be more serious still, it will destroy the city of 
Camden's water supply, compelling it to con- 
sume other water, which is unfit for use. Vice- 
Chancellor Bird granted an injunction in ac- 
cordance with the prayer of the bill enjoining 
the dredging company- from prosecuting the 
work for the present.

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MADAME VICTORIA;DEAD, 


THE FUNERAL OF THE HEAVIEST WOMAN 
IN THE COUNTRY. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 4.—Mrs. Emma M. 
Markley, who was credited with being the 
heaviest woman in the country, was buried 
from her home at No. 6526 lLombard- 
street to-day. She was ‘known to the 
amusement public as Mme, Victoria. Her 
advertised weight was over 600 pounds, and her 
actual weight about 550 pounds. Mme. Vic- 
toria was born in Reading, Penn., about 83 vears 
ago, and was slim and delicate throughout her 
girlhood. At 19 she weighed only 90 pounds, but 
from this ageshe began to gradually gain in flesh. 
Between three and five years ago, when she made 
an application for an insurance policy, she 
weighed only 280 pounds. From this time her 
weight increased rapidly until she gained the 
distinction of being the fattest woman in the 
country, if'not in the world. This honor was 
officially conferred on her at the ** Fat Women’s 


Congress," at the Ninth and Arch streets mu- 
wr ang last Winter, when she carried off the first 
prize. 

Aside from her great weight Mme. Victoria 
Possessed a very pretty and intelligent face, and 
at the same exhidition received the second 
prize for beauty. During that display of pon- 
derous women Mme. Victoria was for the first 
time pitted against her rival in the matter of 
avoirdupois, Hannah Battersby, who up to that 
time had been considered the heaviest woman in 
the world. The official weighing at the mu- 
seum, however, gave the championship to Han- 
nah Battersby’s younger rival. 

Mme. Victoria first placed herself on exhi- 
bition as a fat woman in Trenton in 1876. She 
then made an engagement with Adam Fore- 
paugh’'s circus, and traveled with him for one 
season. She then exhibited herself at a New- 
York museum, and after leaving there retired 
for a time from public life and started a sailor's 
boarding house at No. 526 Lombard-street, 
When the Fat Women’s Congress was convened 
she was prevailed upon to enter as a contestant 
wa the prizes. This was her last public exhi- 

tion. 

Two years ago Mme. Victoria was placed on 
exhibition for a short time at No. 729 Chestnut- 
street, and while there sustained an injury that 
finally resulted in her death, The platform on 
which her chair was placed was hastily con- 
structed, and the giantess expressed her fears as 
to its strength. Soon after she had mounted 
the platform the supports gave way and precip- 
itated her to the floor. - her fal) her ankje 
was sprained, and soon afterward she was at- 
tacked with erysipelas in the leg. The disease 
was arrested for a time, but it broke out at in- 
tervais afterward, and the fatal attack seized 
her about three weeks ago. A week ago Sun- 
day, whilo suffering great pain, she fell out of 
her bed. A number of strong men tried to lift 
her backfon the bed, but failed. They succeeded 
in placing her on a mattress on the floor, how- 
ever, where she remained until her death. 

Mme. Victoria’s weight seemed to increase 
during her illness,and some time before ber 
death measurements of several parts of her body 
were taken. The circumference of her arm at 
the biceps was 36inches. Her waist measured 
6244 inches, and from shoulder to shoulder she 
measured 3 feet % inch. The measure- 
ment across her hips was just 4 feet. On the 
night of her death it required the full strength 
of nine mento carry her body from the second 
story to the parior on the ground floor, 

Early this morning acrowd gathered around 
the house eager and clamorous to look on the 
dead woman. Many of them were drawn 
through feelings of love and gratitude toward 
the woman, as she had befriended scores of poor 
persons in the neighborhood. The body was 
placed in a coffin that is probably the largest 
ever built. It was constructed of three-inch 
walnut planks and was stoutly bra@ed on the 
inside with a dozen heavy iron bars. It was 
6 feet 10 inches long, 46 inches wide, and 3 feet 
deep. It was too large to pass through the door, 
and was taken through the wide single window 
and carried to the undertaker’s wagon by 12 
stout men. There was nota hearse in the city 
large enough to contain the coffin. The burial 
took place at the Odd Fellows’ Cemetery. Mme. 
Victoria had a morbid fear that her body would 
be stolen for the purpose of dissection, and 
asked that it be cremxuted, but her husband's 
limited means prevented him from carrying out 
her wish. 

Mr. Markley, who is a young man weighing 
about 180 pounds, said his wife never had an ex- 
traordinary appetite, and never ate more than 
himself. She was active, and moved about the 
house with as much ease as any person of one- 
fifth of her weight. 

Dr. Samuel J. Ashton, who had been Mme. Vic- 
toria’s physician for the past two years, said death 
was caused by hemorrhagesand blood poisoning. 
Her general constitution was as good as that of 
any person of ordinary size. ** Many persons of 
sma)! bones,” the doctor continued, “ attain an 
enormous size. There isno authentic explana- 
tion of the cause of this accumulation of avoir- 
dupois matter. In this case elephantiasis, or a 
thickening of theskin, had set 1n on one‘leg, and 
ingplaces the membrane was almost as thick as 
leather.” 
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CROPS IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


.BAD WEATHER IN AUGUST DAMAGES COTTON 


—CORN AND RICE DOING WELL. 
Cotumsias, Sept. 4—The State Depart- 


‘ment of Agriculture furnishes the following re- 


port onthe condition of the crops on Sept. 1, 
condensed from its county and township cor- 
respondents; 


The frequent rains and generally favorable 
‘season during the month of July gave the cot- 
ton plant a vigorous and luxuriant growth. 
The condition on the Ist of August was re- 
ported higher than at the same period since 
1880, and in many sections of the State the 
prospects for a full vield had not been bet- 
ter in years. The weather during the last 
month was extremeiy unfavorable. A 
drought and high winds prevailed in 
every county. *Many correspondents report 
that the shedding, caused by the sudden check- 
ing of the growth of the plant, has been un- 
precedented. It 1s believed in some sections 
that the entire top and middle crop has been 
lost. Caterpillars appeared in 18 counties, and 
57 correspondents report injury to the crop by 
the worms. The greatest damage from this 
cause has been in the lower counties 
and on the sea islands. The storm of 
the 24th and 25th of August was very 
destructive to sea island cotton, and 
the . correspondents estimate the loss at 
fully 50 per cent. of the crop. The unfavorable 
weather bas not affected the crop in the upper 
counties to such an extent as in the middle and 
lower sections of the State. Picking is general 
in all parts of the State, and some correspond- 
ents report that with seasonable weather the 
crop will be harvested early, The condition is 
reported: Upper Carolina, 91; middle Carolina, 
80; lower Carolina, 82; average for the State, 
4, against 99 on the Ist of August. 

The early corn was too far advanced to be in- 
jured by the dry weather in August. A full 
yield will be obtained. The late corn has suf- 
fered from lack of rain end the yield will be re- 
duced. The condition is reported in upper Caro- 
lina at 106, middle 97, and lower 98; average for 
the State, 100. 

The rice crop was slightly damaged by the re- 
cent storm on the coast, but not to any appreci- 
able extent, and the reports show that the con- 
dition of the crop is very favorable. It is re- 
ported in the lower counties at 95, and in the 
= and upper counties at 92 and 86, respect- 
vely.

ADULTERATED TEA REJECTED. 
Cuicaao, Sept. 4.—Several days ago Tea 


“Inspector Barnard refused to pass a consign- 


ment of 354 packages of tea imported from 
Montreal, Canada, by E. A. Shoyer & Co. oné the 
ground that the tea was spurious and adulter- 
ated and could not be imported into this coun- 
try witnout a violation of the law. A board of 
experts to-day contirmed Inspector Barnard’s 
aecision. The tea is stored at the Central Ware- 
house, and wiil remain in the custody of the 
Collector for six months, to be destroyed at the 
expiration of that time unless the owner ex- 
ports it again. The total weight of the condemned 
tea was 14,544 pounds and its value $2,183.

PURITAN CROSSING THE LINE ABREAST OF THE SCOTLAND LIGHTSHIP ON FRIDAY, AUGUST 
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The Genesta was officially measured 
yesterday, and the result showed that instead 
of receiving a time allowance she would have to 
allow the Puritan time. Her sailing length, 
which is compounded of her water line measure- 
ment and sail area, was found to be 83 5-10 feet, 
and itis estimated by some that she will have 
to allow the Puritan nearly a minute and a half. 
This discovery came as a very agreeable surprise 
to the friends of the American sloop, who, re- 
lying on the figures of the Genesta'’s dimensions 
furnished by Mr. Beavor-Webb, had accepted it 
asamatter of course that the Puritan would 
have to allow time. A number of yachtsmen, to 
whom the fact was communicated last night 
were at first utterly incredulous. 

The Puritan was surrounded all day yester- 
day by an admiring crowd of several hundred 
persons, among whom were a number of ladies, 
During the morning the work of sandpapering 
her below the water line was finished, and all 
the afternoon the work of pot leading her went 
on. Since she has been on the dock her firon- 
work and rigging have been again overhauled 
and a number of little improvements made. An- 
other strap is also to be put on her stem to pro- 
vide fastenings for an additional stay to her 
bowsprit if it becomes necessary to use one. 


The work of making her ready will be finished 
to-day, and she will be put overboard to-mor- 
row morning. Messrs. Forbes and Burgess and 
Dr. Bryant remain on board, but Gen, Paine has 
gone ona a visit to Boston. 

The Genesta did not go down the Bay yester- 
day, the work of measuring making it necessary 
for her-to remain at anchor. Betting appears to 
have come toastandstill, The backers of the 
cutter demand increasing odds, and some cases 
were spoken of yesterday in which five to one 
on the sloop was asked. An enterprising sport- 


ing man has chartered the steam ferryboat Kill 
von Kull to accommodate the members of his 
fraternity on the day of the first race, and will 
sell pools on board. 

The schooner Phantom and sloop Thetis, form- 
ing the advance guard of the Eastern Yacht 
Ciub squadron, having been towed through 
Hell Gate, arrived at the Atlantic Yacht Club 
anchorage off Bay Ridge at 2 o’clock yesterday 
atternoon. The rest of the squadron—nine in all— 
arrived there about 6:15 o'clock, also under tow. 
The cutter Clara, which came through Hell Gate 
earlier in the day, anchored in the East River off 
Twenty-eighth-strret. The squadron left 
New-London between 5 and 7 o’clock on 
Thursday morning. The Thetis, which 
was the last yacht to weigh anchor, 
left at 7 o’clock. The light northeast 
wind, which prevailed in the early morning, 
died out, andthe boats became bunched about 
the Bartlett’s Reef Lightsbip, at the entrance to 
New-London Harbor. About 11 o’clock a good 
breeze sprang up from the southwest, and the 
squadron started as one boat. In the windward 
work the Thetis kept the lead, but in the after- 
noon the wind, which had been increasing, so 
that of the sloops only the Thetis held on to 
her topsail, changed to the southeast, and the 

achts were able to sail free, Then the schooners 

‘ortuna and Gitana took the lead. 

It had been decided to put into Huntington 
Harbor for the night and the Fortuna was the 
first yacht to drop anchor in that haven. The 
Gitana was the second. Then followed tne 
sloop Thetis at 6:07:09, and the Phantom, sailing 
without jibboom, which she lost on the run to 
New-London. The schooner Silvie arrived at 
6:24:13, the cutter Stranger at 6:89:11, schooner 
Meta at 6:39:11, schooner Foam at 6:45:03, 
schooner Varuna at 6:50:01, sloop Tem- 
pest at 6:55:21, sloop Addie at 6:57:07, 
schooner Mohican at 17:12:06. The schooner 
Huron, which sprung her mainmast on the run 
from Newport to New-London, was the last to 
arrive, as she had to sail under reefed mainsail. 

The squadron left Huntington early yesterday 
morning. The Phantom off Mattinecock Point 
was the first to get a tow, and she picked up the 
Thetis in passing. The other yachts had to wait 


for tugs unti] afternoon. The Eastern Yacht 
Club comes here asthe guest of the New-York 
Yacht Club. As the latter has no anchorage the 
Eastern yachtsmenthave accepted the offer of 
the Atlantic Yacht Club’s anchorage, which, to- 
gether with those of the Larchmont and Sea- 
wanhaka Corinthian Yacht Club, was tendered 
to them.

She was tried repeatedly in private, and on 
June 30 sailed her first race in the regatta 
the Eastern Yacht Club over a 80-mile triangular - 
course off Marblehead. She gave the Eastern 
yacthsmen a geivine surprise by showing her 
heels to the entire fleet, which included the 
schooner America, the original winner_of the 
cup, and the fast schooner Fortuna, Her sec- 
ond race was in the run of the New-York Yacht 
Club fleet from New-London to Newport on Aug. 
1. She carried away her balloon jib topsail and 
finished behind the Priscilla, but beat her on time 
allowance. The first unmistakable manifestation

OPENING OF THE NEW TERM AND FACTS RE- 

LATING TO IT. 
’ Newport, R. I., Sept.4.—The Naval War 
College on Coaster’s Harbor Island has now be- 
come a fixed and established fact. The term of 
instruction at the torpedo station closed Thurs- 
day and to-day the term at the War College 
opened, making a continuous course of instruc- 
tion. Secretary Whitney was unable to be 
present, and the term was opened with- 
out any formalities whatever. President 
of the+College Commodore 8S. B. Luce 
delivered the introductory lecture. The _ in- 
structors of the institution are Commodore &. B. 
Luce, President; Capt. A. T. Mahan, head of the 
Department of Naval Art and Science; Lieut. 
T. H. Bliss, First Artillery, United States Army, 
head of Military Art and Science; Prof. James 
Russell Seeley, Department of International 
Law; Paymaster R. W. Ailen, Professor of Na- 
val and Military Law and Courts-Martial, and 
Lieut. L. C. Logan, Aide to the President. Of 
the above-named Capt. Mahan and Paymaster 
Biiss were absent at the opening session, the 
latter having just paid off the officerer and men 
of the Wachusett, at Mare Island, and the former 
being sick. 


Following are the names of those who report- . 


ed for instruction: Lieut. Commanders R. B. 
Bradford, G. W, Pigman, C. H. Rockwell, and 
George C. Ide; Lieuts. F. H. Delano and J. J. 
Hunker. The course in military science and in- 
ternational law will commence Monday and 
continue throughout the month, iunter- 
spersed with lectures on naval science. 
Lectures will. be deliverea during the term 
by several distinguished civilians, some of whom 
did active service during the war. Among them 
are John C. Ropes, Gen. Gordon, Gen. Palfrey, 
and Gen. Barton. Atthe close of the term the 
work of repairing and refurnishing the build- 
ings of the war college will be continued. A 
new and extensive naval, military, and law 
library will be added and next term will open 
with a full corps of instructors prepared to 
givea more extended course than is now prac- 
ticable. 





A DISASTROUS BOILER EXPLOSION. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 4.—Full particu- 
lars have been received from the scene of the 
boiler explosion which occurred in Upper 
Cooue County yesterday. In addition to Ger- 
man and Snyder, who were instantly killed, Jack 
Bolen has since died from his injuries and three 
others are expected to die. The explosion oc- 
curred about 6 o’clock, just as the mill was 
started. Its cause is unknown. Parts of the 
boiler were blown 800 yards, German, the en- 
gineer, was blown to pieces. The largest part 
ot his body was found 60 yards trom the engine. 
Two of the men fataily injured had been ona 
spree the night before, and had lain down by the 
boiler to sober up.

THE UNION IRON AND STEEL COMPANY TO 
START UP IN NOVEMBER. 

Curicaao, Sept. 4.—The works of the 
Union fron and Steel Company, of this city, 
which failed three years ago and was sub- 
sequently “reorganized by H. H. Porter, 
I. GC Morse, G U. Hillard, Robert Tracy, 
and others, will be started up early 
in November, When the mills were closed 1,500 
men were thrown out of employment. The re- 
organized company will give work to 2,500 men, 
and the starting of the mills will be the greatest 
boon in the iron industry which Chicago bas 
seen for many years. The real estate of 
the company, which is at Bridgeport, 
is valued at $500,000. and the new 
buildings which are to- be-put up will cost 
$500,000 more. The new rail mill will be of 
brick, three and one-half stories high. Sixty 
thousand tons of ore have been delivered already. 
Therail mill will be furnished with new machi n- 
ery and the rails turned out will be by the ** direct 
pease” now used at South Chicago and Pitts- 

urg. 

An officer of the company to-day made the 
following statement concerning the reorganiza- 
tion: “If there is a miil in this country that 
can make money and give employment to thou- 
sands of workmen surely the Bridgeport mills 
can. We have ample capital, are in & good 
position, and in a short time the mills will 
again be running and turning out more 
ron and steel than ever they did before. When 
the company suspended about three years ago 
it was deeply embarrassed. There were any 
number ot Chicago people who were heavy 
creditors, and they felt somewhat uneasy about 
getting anything out of the plant. H. H. 
Porter went to their reacue and agreed 
to buy the pliant from the company and 
pay allits debts, giving the creditors 50 cents 
on the dollar if they wanted it, and if not giving 
them stock in the new company to the amount 
of the claim against the old one. The creditors 
accepted the latter proposition.

THE SMALLPOX EPIDEMIC. 


A CASE DISCOVERED IN BOSTON—REGULA- 
TIONS ADOPTED IN CANADA, 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 4-——The schooner 
Dallas Hill, which arrived here from St. John, 
New-Brunswick, Aug. 28, was docked at Chelsea. 
Capt. Robson was taken sick shortly afterward, 
and to-day the disease was pronounced malig- 
nant smallpox, and the patient was taken 
to Galloup’s Island. The vessel was then thor- 
oroughly fumigated. It appears that Capt. 
Robson’s wife, who lives in St. John, has been 
sick with the disease for some time. A notice 
was posted on the house warning people away, 
but this did not deter Capt. Robson from paying 
his wife a visit on the eve of his departure in the 
Dallas Hill, and as a result of this visit the 
disease has been brought here. The crew were 
vaccinated to-day, and efforts are being made to 
trace them individually through the various 
places at which they have stopped since the ves- 
sel’s arrival, Awaiting developments the crew 
will be looked after by the Board of Health. 
There are but little hopes of the Captain’s 
recovery. 


MONTREAL, Sept. 4.—The Montreal Board 
of Health received a telegram to-day from the 
Lieutenant-Governor of the Province, notifying 
them that an order in Council was passed this 
afternoon by the Local Government putting in 
force chapter 88 of the consolidated statutes of 
Canada, respecting epidemic diseases, and the 
establishment of a Provincial Board of Health. 
The order provides that any special jocality, or 
the whole Province, may be proclaimed. It was 
at first intended to proclaim only the district 
of Montreal, but the Government proclamation 
will include the whole Province. The following 
are the names of the newly appointed Provincial 
Boards of Health: Drs. Kingston, Campbell, Mac- 
Donnell, Lachapelle, and Mount, Mayor Beau- 
grand and Alderman Gray, Chairman of Montreal 
Board of Health, for Montreal: Drs. Marsden 
and Lemieux, tor Quebec. The order gives the 
board very arbitrary powers, and the work of 
cleaning up and enforcing vaccination in mu- 
nicipalities adjoining Montreal may be exeeuted 
by the board at the cost of such municipalities. 
As soon as the Montreal members of the board 
have formulated their by-laws the Quebec mem- 
bers will proceed to Montreal to insist on their 
adoption. The remuneration of members of 
the board will be fixed by order in Council 
later. Meetings of the medical faculty and the 
Board of Trade were held to-day, at which reso- 
lutions were passed calling on the authorities to 
take the most stringent measures to stamp out 
the epidemic. The Mayor has calleda public 
meeting of citizens to-morrow for the same 
purpose, 

There were 17 authenticated new cases of 
smallpox in this city yesterday and 25 deaths. 

A meeting of 200 of the most prominent mer- 
chants of this city was held this afternoon to 
consider and take action on the prevalent small- 
pox epidemic. The conduct of the Recorder in 
the Col. Hughes case was rooney condemned 
and bis name was received with hisses. Hope 
was expressed that he would soon be 
removed from the bench. It was re- 
solved that no expense incurred in put- 
ting down the epidemic would be so 
costly as the continuance of the disease; 
that the by-laws against slaughtering in the city 
and suburbs outside of regular slaughter houses 
should be strictly enforced, as refuse of this 
kind has been found to be one of the most act- 
ive agents in propagating the disease; that vac- 
cination should be universally enforced; that 
a deputation be appointed to wait on 
the provincial and municipal authort- 
ties to urge tbat all needed means be 
placed at the disposal of the health 
authorities, and that the bishops and clergy of 
the various churches be requested to ask their 
flocks to be vaccinated at once. The meeting 
appointed a most influential deputation to wait 
on the provincial and municipal authorities. 
The Board of Health this afternoon appointed 
Dr. Smith to inspect al) passengers leaving the 
Bonaventure station and to grant them certifi- 
cates of health. Other doctors will be appointed 
immediately for other stations and beats,

THE KING OF THE DUDES 


A BRIGHT SOCIAL STAR'S TEMPO. 
RARY ECLIPSE. 

MR. E. BERRY WALL’S EMBARRASSMENT— 
SOME OF THE INCIDENTS IN A VERY 
STRIKING CAREER. 

Club men about town are just now dis: 
cussing the financial affairs ot the ** King of the 
Dudes,” Mr. E. Berry Wa.!l. For some time past 
the young man has rather withdrawn himself 
‘from the public gaze, and since the beginnifig ot 
August has remained incomparattve seclusion at 
Saratoga. Since his retirement he has trans< 
ferred his running horses, with which he had 
had some little success, to the Preakness stable, 
under the colors of which they will hereaf- 
ter run. 

While Mr. Wall has been considered as rather 
embarrassed for some time, it was not until 
within a day or two when a check of his for $24 
was allowed to go to protest that the actual 
state of bis affairs was revealed.. His friends 
said yesterday that his follies were only those of 
a generous hearted man, unaccustomed to take 
charge of large sums of money; he was all righty 
and would be taken care of by his family with< 
out fail, Further than this they declined ¢o 
spenk of his financial embarrassments. Mr. Wall 
isthe grandson of William Wall, who was the 
founder of the great cordare works in Williams 
burg, the business of which has been continued 
by his sons under thetitle of William Wall’d 
8o0ns. One of these, Mr. Charles Wall. was tha 
father ofthe young swell. The young mancamad 
into possession of his property, estimated at 
about $300,000,.some three years since, and during, 
that time has figured in the public prints iy 





here and in Europe asa young Prince Prodiga 
Mr. Wall was known among his associates, as 
well as to the general public,as the “‘King off 
the Dudes," and his embarrassment will bring 
grief to the hearts of many tailors, bootmakers,’ 
hatters, and other dealers in the articles that go, 
to make up the personal outfit of a particularily’ 
gorgeous swell, Mr. Wall was popularly supe 
posed to possess a suit of clothes for every 
day in the year. and to own w»no les@ 
than 500 pairs of trousers. When he 
traveled he carried more trunks than 
prima donna. He was never noted for quict 
colors or patterns in the matter of raiment, and 
as a general thing his apparel was such as to ata 
tract attention wherever he went. He led th 
fashion among the young men of his own set, an 
when Berry Wall appeared in scarlet neck scarf 
striped blue vest with brass buttons, a collar 
that raised his ears, a monocle, and paten 
leather shoes with yeliow uppers, the front o 


@ the Brunswick at once blossomed with gilded 


youths similarly arrayed. 

None of the peculiarities in his dress wor 
mere whims. On the contrary, he tollowe 
them out in a manner which showed that they 
had been adopted only after a careful study o 
the effect. For instance, he never wore a oollad 
of the same pattern as his shirt, and his shirts, 
though always startling, contained no colors bu 
red and sky blue. His lower limbs were alwayd 
encased in long silk stockings of a mixed gray 
pattern, and as often as he sat down hig 
patent leather shoe were shot out in such 
®& manner as to expose a full inch of 
them below his trousers. The gloves he wore. 
and he was never seen on the streets bare hands 
ed, were always of light color, with heavy braid! 
- trimmings on their backs, and Mr. Berry alway 
carried a glove buttoner to fasten them. Canary} 
vests were popular in the mind of the king, andi 
his handkerchiefs were simply gorgeous, Of 
Jewelry be was fond and his display was ex- 
quisite. His favorite topics in talking with, 
trsends were sporting matters, and he was wont 
to regret that he couldn't have any sport in thig 
count “hike we find in England, don’t you 
know. 

Mr. Wall’s stable in Thirty-second-street cong, 
tained many fine horses, and his equipages on 
the road were as varied and extensive as those 
of any young man in the country. He was a 
member of most of the steeplechases inthe vi- 
cinity of New-York, but though he entered 
horses in many of the gentlemen's races he never 
rode himself. Many tales are related of the! 
king of the dudes. Uponone occasion he at« 
tended the Rockaway steeplechases waited upon 
by a valet with a Kussian leather bag. In the 
course of the afternoon Mr. Wall disappeared) 
simultaneously with the valet and the bag, and 
later reappeared clad throughout in entirely dif- 
ferent apparel. Last Fall he was thrown from 
his horse during a hunt on Long Island into a 
thicket of brambles, whence he only emerged 
after the complete sacrifice of his trousers, sa 
that he was wrapped up in a horse blanket and 
taken home in a carriage. His acquaintance 
among the ladies of the stage was extensive 
He was a member of the New-York Club and of 
“the Racquet Club and several London clubs. 

Mr. Wall was fond of all kinds of speculation, 
er ie baccarat, and in playing this at the 
urf Club in this-city, when it was in its zenith, 
and at Monaco he is said to have been extraordi- 
narily successful. His career as a turfman, ale 
though brief, was somewhat sensational, and 
probably exceedingly expensive. His first ap< 
pearance was in the spring of 1883, when he be< 
came the owner of the chestnut gelding 
Wallflower, and some young stock which 
in Kentucky. He was best 
known in connection with Wallflower, 

who ran in the Western circuit in 188 

It was not until last year, however, that Mri 
. Wall became in any way prominentin turf affairs,

WHAT IS TALKED ABOUT IN THE 
BRITISH CAPITAL. 
CHURCHILL SPEAKS AGAIN—A FENIAN ON 
TRIAL FOR MURDER—ANOTHER FAST 

TRIP BY THE ETRURIA. 

LONDON, Sept. 4.— Lord Randolph 
Churchill, in another address at Sheffield this 
evening, declared that the Tories had decided 
not to coerce Ireland even before they had en- 
tered office. He contended that Lord Harting- 
ton in his leaned toward the 
Tories. : 

In the examination to-day at Sohhull of 
Henry Duff, the Fenian, who was arrested in 
London on July 20 on the charge of 
having murdered Stephen Gately in a 
tavern yard at Solihull in 1830, sev- 
eral witnesses testified to seeing Duff in 
company with Gately just previous to the lat- 
ter’s body being found inthe yard. Two wit- 
nesses stated that the prisoner and the murdered 
man were drinking in the tavern together and 
went outin the yard, seemingly on good terms. 
Gately, it was alleged, had incurred the 
enmity of the Fenians by disclosing some of 
their secrets, and the prosecution endeavored to 
show that a price was put upon his head and 
that Duff was detailed to kill him. The pris- 
oner’s solicitor, Mr. Bagnall, complained to 
the court of the alleged unfairness of 
tbe examination, stating that he had 
not been allowed to see his client 
and that the, object of the Crown appeared to 
him to bea determined effort to hang Duff, if 
possible, merely because he was an [rishman.§ In 
conclusion, Mr. Bagnall said: ‘* The prosecution 
of Duff is a farce, and it is no wonder tbat Irish- 
men do their utmost to frustrate the designs of 
England.” Duff was committed for trial. :

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WELCOMING AN ARCHBISHOP. 
DUBLIN STREETS CROWDED IN HONOR OF 
THE REV. DR. WALSH. 

DUBLIN, Sept. 4.—Archbishop Walsh ar- 
tived here to-day and was given an enthusiastic 
reception. He received addresses of welcome 
from the Lord Mayor and the municipal 
authorities. Upon his arrival at Kingstown the 
Archbishop was met by local bodies of Parnel!- 
ites, which presented him with addresses of wel- 
come. The Archbishop, replying, said he had 
placed before the Pope the wants, 
aims, and desires of the Irish people, 
with whom the expressed himself 
as being in full sympathy. The representations 
of the Irish prelates to his Holiness made impos- 
sible in the futuro a misrepresentation of 
Trelanad’s cause, The Archbishop made a sim- 
ilar reply to the addresses presented to 
him in Dublin. Replying to the addresses of the 
municipal authorities, he said that he 
had a deep and settled conviction that 
the only remedy for the grievances 
which Ireland had long labored, with 
partial success, to remove was the restoration of 
the rights of which she had been deprived a cen- 
tury aro by means as shameful as any that tke 
records ot national infamy could disciose. He re- 
joiced with them that the fiag which fell from 
the hands of the dying O’Connell had aguin 
been boldly uplifted and he prayed that it 
would never be refurled until the Irish Par- 
liament was restored. When he entered his cur- 
riage the enthusiastic crowd removed the 
horses and dragged the carriage to the archi- 
episcopal residence. Archbishop Walsh after- 
ward appeared on the balcony of his residence 
and blessed the assemblage. Bands paraded the 
streets untila late bour, playing national airs. 
Messrs. Davitt, Harrington, and Redmond were 
among those who welcomed the Archbishop. 

Mr. Timothy M. Healy, member of Parliament 
for Monagban, made a speech at Londonderry 
to-day, in the course of which he said that Ire- 
land had gained concession after concession 
which it bad been deemed impossible for her to 
obtain, and would ultimately secure all that she 
desired. 

At Tournafulla, County Limerick, Fathers 
Murphy and Clifford, assisted by about 200 
people, have built a cottage for evicted widows.

SPAIN TAKING POSSESSION. 

MADRID, Sept. 4.—The Spanish ironclad 
Aragon has landed troops on the Pelew Islands, 
and the Spanish Admiral has been ordered to 
occupy Yap. Babelthuap, Ponapi, and other 
islands of the Caroline group. The German 
ofticials in those waters have been instructed not 
to interfere with the carrying out of the Span- 
ish Admirali’s orders. 

It is reported that King Alfonso wil) ask the 
Emperor of Austria to use his influence with the 
German Government in behalf of Spain and to 
persuade Prince Bismarck to abandon bis scheme 
of occupation of the Caroline Islands. King Al- 
fonso, it is further reported, says that the 
atfair has so aroused the Spanish people that he 
~vould Jose his throre if he should recede from 
the claim of Spain to the islands, and that Spain 
would be ruined if he should push it forward.

MURDERER SELLERS LYNCHED, 


TAKEN FROM JAIL TO BE HANGED BUT IS: 


DROWNED, 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 4,—To-night 
about 10:30 o’clock a large-body of masked men 
passed down Gay-street in the-direction of the 
jail. They marched in regular step and were 
joined at various points along the street by 
at least 200 citizens. The mob approached the 
jailin perfect order, except firing pistols and 
giving a tew yells. The jailer surrendered 
the keys to. the main entrance and 
the crowd broke through the door of 


the cell containing Lee Sellers, the young man 
charged with the murder and robbery o?% Edgar 
Maines last Tuesday morning, one mile east of 
the city. 

Sellershad a knifein his possession, and when 
one of the vigilantes went into the cell to 
adjust the handcuffs he gave him two or tnree 
very serious stabs. Both were soon cov- 
ered with blood, and the masked vigilantes 
shotat Sellers twice without inflicting serious 
wounds. The mob passed out of the jail yard 
and to the middle of the long bridge 
over the Tennessee Liver. A rope was 
placed around the criminal’s neck while he was 
yet in corridor of the jail. He stood with arms 
folded and never flinched while the knot was 
being arranged. He called fora drink of water 
before leaving for the bridge, and his wishes 
were complied with. 

After reaching the middle of the bridge the 
mob halted and demanded aconfession. Sellers 
refused to say a word, and the rope was placed 
over a cross-beam about 22 feet above the 
floor. He was not handcuffed, and as soon 
as men began to pull up the rope he climbed up, 
hand over hand, and gained the top. He 
crawled along the cross beam to one side 
of the bridge. While he was crossing at 
least 50 shots were fired, but none of them 
with fatal effect. He rose to his feet and yelled 
at the top of his voice: ‘“*My friends, come 
to me I’m murdered. Come quick.” 
The wounded man then lay down on a 
stringer, and_ several more shots were 
fired, but none of them hit him In a vital 
part. Runners were sent to the city for ladders 
and another rope. The crowd was orderly, and 
but few people outside of those implicated 
knew anything about it. Young men at 
a bal] left dancing and followed the masked 
men in swallow tails. After ladders were 
brought two men climbed upon the top ng 
er to readjust the rope. Sellers had taken the 
rope from around his neck and begged the 
crowd to kill him and end his suffering. 
Men started to take him down. He Jost his hold 
and fell into the water, 80 feet below. He has 
not been found yet. At tKe very last he pro- 
tested his innocence.

This letter in each case was written in what 
appeared to be a feminine hand, and was signed 
with the old time bold signature of the ex-boss 
of the wigwam. Onthe upper left hand corner 
of the first page of the letter the word “ confl- 
dential’ had been written, but Mr. Kelly’s pen 
had evidently scratched it out, as the erasure 
marks had undoubtedly been written by the 
same hand as had penned the signature to the 
letter. 

The 24 letters which Mr. Kelly had caused to 
be written favoring Mr. Joel O. Stevens as a 
candidate tor Sheriff were sent from Clif- 
ton Springs in bulk, and Mr. Stevens him- 
self gave one to each of the leaders. No one 
of these gentlemen except in one or two cases 
knew that bis colleagues had received similar 
appeals, and when they all met last night it was 
with a curiously mysterious air. Finally as 
each Jeader confidentially told the other about 
his message trom the lately active ‘* boss” the 
secret was let out, and notes were compared and 
the situation was fully canvassed. No opposi- 
tion to Mr. Stevens was voiced. Among those 
who received one of Mr. Kelly’s letters was 
Coroner Bernard F. Martin, the Tammany leader 
in the Seventh Assembly District.

When the Tammany committee m@t the First 
Vice-Chairman, Hugh J. Grant, took the chair 
which Jobn Kel!y so long occupied as Chair- 
man. In many respects the meeting was like 
some of jhe old-time gatherings when Tammany 
was in its glory. After hearing reports from 
the 24 Assembly districts the Secretary, Col. 
Thomas F. Gilroy, read the call for the various 
local conventions. The call invited all Demo- 
cratic and Republican electors of the different 
districts who are favorable to the true princi- 
ples of the Democracy and are opposed to the 
illegal encroxchments of monopoly and in favor 
of a pure, honest, and economical system of 
government, and those in favor of “peace, 
union, and harmony” in the party to attend 
primary elections to be held on Oct. 1, between 
7:30and9P.M. The delegates to be selected at 
these primaries are toattend the following con- 
ventions:

The members of thecommittee were cautioned 
in the cali to conform in the management of the 
primaries to be held on Ootlto the primary 
election law ot the State. 

Gen. Spinola arose to introduce a resolution. 
As his shirt collar was seen to rise above the 
tops of the heads about him all eyes were 
turned on him, and he was greeted with loud ap- 
plause. The General wiped his forehead, cleared 
his throat. and gave one of the old-time exhibi- 
tions of his oratorical powers. He said that it 
had been his good fortune to have lately passed 
a day or two with their beloved comrade, John 
Kelly, and at the mention of Mr. Kelly’s name 
there was loud and long continued applause. 
Feot, bands, umbrellas, and canes were used in 
one noisy tribute to the absent leader, and it 
was about two minutes before the General could 
proceed. At lasthe founda chance to say that 
he had found Mr. Kelly, and, in the fullness of 
his gratification he said it, almost fully restored 
to perfect health. _He was in as good physical 
condition as ever, and his eye was *‘as bright as 
the lightning’s flash from the mountain top.” 
Gen. Spinola said he felt constrained to tell his 
brethren in Tammany Hall the good news so 
that all of them might thoroughly understand 
Mr. Kelly’s exact condition. in conclusion, he 
evoked another storm of applause, a little 
fainter than in the first instance, by the state- 
ment that the day was not far distant when the 
helm of the old organization would again be in 
the hands of the pilot wbo had led it s0 grandly 
in the past through the troubled waters of poli- 
tics, local, State, and national. 

The resolution which Gen. Spinola submitted 
empowered the General Committee of each As- 
sembly district to add tothe committee 10 new 
members whose election should be subject to 
the approval of the Committee on Organization 
and the General Committee. When this had been 
read Gen. Spinola arose to speak in favor of its 
adoption. He said that it was to the interests of 
Tammany Hall, as the representative of true 
Democracy, to open its doors to all good Demo- 
crats who wished to join the ranks. The 
horizon never looked brighter for Tam- 
many than it appeared at the _ present 
time. The organization is full of deter- 
mination, without any patronage to quarrel 
over, and rested as ever on the great and in- 
alienable principles of Jefferson himself. The 
General was vigorously applauded when he said 
that Tammany could do without those who had 
patronage to dispose of, and if she was ignored 
she couldlive and work for Democracy all the 
egme, and he thanked God for it. He sald there 
were thousands of good Democrats ready to join 
Tammany, and so far as he was concerned he 
was willing to tear the doors of the wigwam off 
their hinges and let all who would meet once 
more under the banner of true Democracy. 

Col. Edward T, Wood, of the annexed district, 
warmly seconded the resolution and was ap- 
plauded when he said that Jammany Hall 
wanted “* no factional candidate for Governor.” 
This was taken by many asa slap at Mr. Cooper. 
He said that Tammany would go to the conven- 
tion to look far the best man for Governor—a 
man known to the people, a good Democrat, and 
a man who was broad in his views, and it mat- 
tered not whence he came. 

Gen. Spinola’s resolution was then adopted, 
after which a committee was appointed to ar- 
range for the transportation of the Tammany 
delegates and alternates to the Democratic State 
Convention to be held at Saratoga on Sept. 24. 
An offer from the manager of the Grand Union 
Hotel at Saratoga of headauarters free of charge 
was accepted, and a vote of thanks for the 
courtesy was passed. After adopting resolu- 
tions of regret at the death of ex-Alderman 
Michael F. McLoughlin the meeting adjourned. 

After the meeting it was announced that 
Charles E. Loew had been made a member of all 
committees of the organization, and was privi- 
leged to attend all meeting of the Committee of 
Twenty-four which, by his admisslon, becomes 
a Committee of Twenty-five. 

At the Irving Hall Executive Committee meet- 
ing the quarre! in the Fourteenth Assembly Dis- 
trict was settled by the rocognition of the 
James J. Weming faction. Senator ‘l'imothy J. 
Campbell, Col. Michael C. Murphy, Oscar Bo- 
gert, Alderman Antbony Hartman, Sheriff 
Davidson, Excise Commissioner Haughton, and 
Robert B. Nooney were appointed a committee 
to submit to the General Committee a report as 
to when the various local conventions should be 
held.

THE DEMANDS OF THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR 
REJECTED BY THE WABASH ROAD. 
St.. Louis, Sept. 4.—The Knights. of Labor 


‘ must strike now, for General Manager Talmadge, 


in behalf of the Wabash Road,.bas refused to 
yield to their demands. The conference this 
morning between Mr. Talmadge, and Chairman 
T. V. Powderly and Secretary Frederick Turner, 
of the Executive Board of the Knights of 
Labor, did not last longer than 15 minutes. 
Messrs, Powderly and Turner were on hand at 
Mr. Talmadge’s office at 11 o’clock A. M., and at 
11:15 were on their way back to the Planters’ 


House, carrying some very unsatisfactory news 
to the District Committee, which meets at that 
hotel. Yesterday Mr. Talmage proposed to his 
visitors to employ the men now out of work as 
rapidly asthe business and the earnings of the 
road would justify, taking them in the follow- 
ing order: (1) Men who have families and 
homes of their own at points where they 
have been working; (2) men with families 
residing at points where they are employed, 
but who do not own homes; (3) young men who 
have no families, and married men whose fami- 
lies do not live where they have been at work, 
and who are known as floating machinists and 
mechanics. This proposition was given in writ- 
ing to Messrs. Powderly and Turner, and the Wa- 
bash manager explained that he had no work for 
more men than are now employed in thw shops, 
and even if he did put mento work he had no 
money with which to pay them. 

Messrs. Powderly and Turner, when they re- 
turned this morning, said nothing about the 
Wabash manager’s proposition, but presented 
the following demands of the General Execu- 
tive Board: 

Firat—That a general order be issued along the Wa- 
bash lines instructing master mechanics and foremen 
that no discrimination must be made In the employing 


of men onaccount of belng members of the Knights 
of Labor. 

Second—That all employes who have in any manner 
taken an active part, since the 16th of June, in the set- 
tlement of the trouble be given their positions held 
prior to said 16th of June at once. 

Third—That all other employes who were locked out 
June 16 be reinstated on or bofore Oct. 1, 1885, 

Fourth—That all who have come out since then in 
support of those locked out on that date be also rein- 
stated on or before Oct. 1, 1885. 

To these demands the manager made replies 
which in effect amount to the same thing as the 
proposition presented yesterday. To the first 
demand Mr. Talmage answered that there was 
no discrimination against Knights of Labor or 
any other organization; that a man’s politics or 
religion was not considered when he applied for 
work in the Wabash shops, and that the secret 
society to which he belonged out no figure. His 
reply to the demand was that he had no work for 
the men just now, and no money to Day any 
more than are now employed in the shops. 
To the third and fourth demands he made 
answer that he could not say whether the earn- 
ings of the road would be sufficient, Oct. 1, to 
justify the employment of more men. If the 
earnings were sufficient and the work was need- 
ed additional men would be put on. He said 
the court was always after the road, insisting 
that it should cut down the pay rolls, as the 
expenses were too heavy, and it would be im- 
possible for him in the face of the existing con- 
dition of things to take any other atand than 
that he had assumed or to say now what his at- 
titude would be Oct. 1 in regard to the unem- 
ployea men, - 

Secretary Turner was asked what the Knights 
thought of the action of the railway magnates. 
He replied: ‘*You can see yourself what they 
think; look at the telegram Mr. Powderly re- 
ceived to-day from Sedalia. The telegram was 
as follows: :

Messrs. Powderly and Turner will remain here 
until to-morrow to meet R. F. Trevellick, the 
silver tongued‘orator, who goes South for agi- 
tation purposes. 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 4.—A compromise was 
effected to-day between the operative canmakers 
and the employers. The operatives demanded 
55 and 60 cents per hundred and accepted 60 and 
55 cents. ‘Thesame offer was made by the em- 
ployers on the day the strike was inaugurated 
and rejected by the employes. The old prices 
were 40 and 45 cents per hundred. 

Pirrspura, Penn., Sept. 4.—The strike 
inaugurated yesterday by the river coal miners 
for an advance of % cent per bushel in the 
mining rate 1s spreading rapidly, and it is esti- 
mated that nearly 4,000 men are now idle. The 
strikers are greatly encouraged by the success 
of the movement, and claim that by Monday 
next every mine in the Monongahela Valley will 
be closed down and 7,000 miners out for the in- 
crease. A prominent operator admitted this 
morning that the men would gain their point if 
the strike lasted five weeks. The fight of the 
Knights of Labor against the Miners’ Union 
promises to result in the disintegration of the 
latter organization. 

MusKEGON, Mich,, Sept. 4.—Shingle mill 
men here are out on strike for 10 hours or in- 
creased pay. About 5600 men are included in the 
strike. Three hundred bave gone out and the 
others will follow to-morrow. The new State 
law, known as ‘*Barry’s ten-hour law," goes 
jnto effect Sept. 18, and this strike is anticipating 
thislaw. The mill men show no inclination to 
yield, and there is every prospect of the shingle 
mills remaining idle for some time. 

CoLuMBUS, Ohio, Sept. 4.—W. P. Rind, of 
Chicago, has granted a fifty-cent rate to miners 
at Straitsville, Shawnee, and the Ohio Central 
region. 

Porrstown, Penn., Sept. 4.—Ellis & Les- 
sig have increased the wages of their naltlers 12 
per cent. In conversation to-day one of the firm 
said that they have lots of orders on band, and 
constant inquiries are being made, and that the 
situation is decidedly encouraging. 

FALL River, Mass. Sept. 4.—In the call 
for the monthly meeting of the Spinners’ Union, 
to be held on ‘Tluesday evening next, Secretary 
Howard says: 

“There seems to bea bright spot on the horizon at 
present, which indicates better times in the near future 
if manufacturers will only act in a less seifish and 
more wise and judicious manner than has character- 
ized their conduct in the past. If they had adopted the 
proposition of the spinners in 1884 to curtail proauc- 
tion instead of reducing wages better markets would 
have been reached long ayo. A plan of Government 
assistance to the masses of the people in the shape of 
loans to establish industries of their own will be dis- 
cussed at the meeting.”

RAILROAD WARINGEORGIA, 


PROSPECTS OF A BITTER FIGHT 
BETWEEN RIVAL LINES. 


“HISTORY OF THE QUARREL—CONTEST FOR’ 


BUSINESS BETWEEN THE GEORGIA.CEN- 
TRAL AND OTHER COMPANIES. 

AveusTA, Ga, Sept. 4.—The railroad 
situation in Georgia is now a contest for busi- 
ness between the Georgia Central, which is virt- 
ually the Louisville and Nashville, on the one 
hand, and the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia, with the Richmond and Danville, on 
the other. The two last named are allied in 
some way with one policy, if not under one 
management, but it is whispered that in the im- 
pending war the East Tennessee system may be 
left to fight its own battles, 

In the early part of 1880 Col. E. W. Cole, at 
that time President of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis Railroad, attempted to com- 
bine with the Western and Atlantic Railroad 
and thence from Atlanta with the Georgia Cen- 
tral system to Savannah, by means of which 
he would control a through hne from Ohio 
River points to the South Atlantic coast. In the 
midst of his planning his road was bought in by 
Victor Newcomb's syndicate in New-York 
and became a part of the Louisville, 
and Nashville and Great Southern Railroad, 
whose system (ol. Cole was trying to supplant. 
Col. Cole, however, did not retire from the 
struggle for Southern business. He took charge 
of the Memphis and Charleston Division of the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Railroad, 
and in 1881 commenced a remarkable railroad 
campaign in Georgia, which was compared at 
the time to Sherman's “march to the sea,” 
without its warlike purpose and devoid of its 
destructive agencies. 1t was an unheard-of dis- 
play of enterprise and energy. 

In the meantime, however, hig old rival had 
secured an interest in the Georgia Central Rail- 
road, the Louisville and Nashville people having 
purchased blocks of that stock, and had with 
this corporation secured a lease of the Georgia 
Railroad, which extended from Atlanta to Au- 
susta. Its friends had purchased lease shares of 
the Western and Atlantic Railroad, owned by 
this State and operated by a company from At- 
lanta, Ga., to Chattanooga, Tenn. It was the 
sole highway through the State to the West: it 
commanded the heavy produce and provision 
trade as well as the passenger travel, so that this 
system seemed pase to control the State 
of Georgia. Col. Cole, however, summoned to 
his ald Calvin 8. Brice, Tracy Baxter, George I. 
Seney, and other capitalists, and formed a com- 
pany to parallel the Louisville and Nashville 
system. The work was of stupendous propor- 
tions. Heavy tunneling and grading had to be 
done in North Georgia. Heavy excavations and 
leveling were also necessary in the Georgia 
Legislature, before whom went “Old King” 
Cole and asked for a charter. It met a strong and 
determined opposition. The Louisville and Nash- 
ville corporation fought it atevery step. It was 
characterized as a speculative venture. Gen. E. 
P. Alexander, one of the most popular men in’ 
this State, who was at that time Vice-President 
and General Manager of the Louisville and 
Nashville, wrote agalost {t. The argument was 
that it would parallel and paralyze the Western 
and Atlantic Railroad, which had been built 
and was owned by this State, and that it 
was not acting § in ood faith toward 
the company which ad leased and was 
operating that line. The Georgia Central, whose 
road it would meet at Macon and whose seacoast 
business it would draw from Savannah to Bruns- 
wick, opposed the enterprise. The charter, how- 
ever, was finally obtained and the road was 
built. Millions of dollars were malled into rail 
and a great system from tbe mountains to the 
sea was constructed in an incredibly short time. 
It was the quickest built road ever Jaid 
down in Georgia. Since then it has gone 
into the hands of a Receiver, and is now morean 
instrument of torture to the Louisville and Nash- 
ville system than before. It has been a menace 
to the tranguillity of the Southern roads anda 
disturbing element to all freight and passenger 
rates. Last Winter the East Tennessee system 
broke into the cotton pool by cutting 
rates throughout its lines.) The Central 
and the Western and Atlantic Railroad 
about one year ago formed a traffic 
alliance for protection against the East 
Tennessee. It was for the purpose of conven- 
ience and protection. The Western Atlantic 
Railroad, being a State enterprise, cannot be 
leased or controlled by other corporations, nor 
can it be used to discriminate against any por- 
tion of this State. Senator Joseph E. Brown, 
who is at the head of this road, as he is also of 
the Southern Railroad and Steamship Aasocia- 
tion, concluded an arrangement with the 
Central which barred out the East Ten- 
nessee all along the line. The rupt- 
ure in the cotton pool came near 
breaking up the Southern Railway and Steam- 
Ship Association. Two or three times since has 
the East Tennessee shaken the Oentral and 
Western and Atlantic system, which operate 
with the Louisville and Nashville Railroad to 
western points, to the centre. Freight rates 
from Chattannooga and Atlanta have been 
frozzied out time and again. #&ven now there 
exists a cut of 2 cents per hundred upon all 
produce from Ohio River points. Both 
systems have introduced free delivery of 
freight in Atlanta. Passenger rates ‘have 
been reduced more than once—the East Tennes- 
see Carrying the war as far as Macon and Savan- 
nah, which latter point it reaches by the Savun- 
nah, Florida and Western Railroad through 
Jesup. lts agents are aggressive and keen edged. 
lts traffic contractors are full of enterprise, re- 
source, and accommodation. Beyond Atlanta a 
ticket to almost any point by the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia Railroad can be pur- 
chased by laying almost any amount of money 
down on the counter, according to the authority 
of arailroad man here. The ruling spirit in the 
present policy of the East Tennessee Railroad is 
B. W. Wrenn, Traffic Manager, Ho was tormerly 
General Freight and Passenger Agent of the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad, and is a tireless 
worker and a daring planner. He is making a 
dashing fand damaging foray into the domain 
of the Louisville and Nashville. He was Senator 
Brown’s right hand man, and knows all the 
ropes. He has given the Georgia system several 
‘*bad quarters of an hour.” 

The rumor already is, however, that the rail- 
roads have banded for a counter thrust, in 
fact, that the whole Southern association have 
grown tired of the prodding of the East Ten- 
nessee, and the talk is that they will lead the 
Western and Atlantic under General Freight 
and Passenger Agent Brown in areturn siege, 
The plan proposed is to carry the war into Africa 
and fight this system at Knoxville, the very 
heart of their territory. The Richmondand Dan- 
ville even will affllate inthe attack against its 
ally, the East Tennessee. It will be war tothe 
knife and knife tothe hilt. The East Tennessee 
fightsthe Western campaign with the Cincin- 
nati, New-Orleans and Texas Pacific, with 
which it connects at Chattanooga. This is the 
way the rails are laid and the wires are working 
in the South.

EAST-BOUND RATES LOWER. 

CuiIcAao, Sept. 4.—The attempt to pre- 
vent rates on east-bound freight going below a 
basis of 12 cents On grain to New-York isa fail- 
ure. Contracts were made to-day at 10 
cents on grain and 12 cents on provisions, 
it is claimed that one of the Van- 
derbilt roads cut under the twelve-cent 
rate, although these roads agreed a day or two 
ago not to take any business at less than 12 
cents, The excuse given for this further cut is 
tbat it must be done in order to compete with 
the Philadelphia and Baltimore lines, which are 
making arate of 8 and 7 cents respectively tothe 
cities named, and the St. Louis and Peoria lines, 
which to-day made rates equivalent to a ten- 
cent rate from Chicago. The low rates to Balti- 
more are seriously affecting the lines ruaning 
from this city to points north of Charleston, 8. 
C., because freight for those points can be for- 
warded by way of Baltimore ata lower rate than 
the Southern roads can make. A material re- 
duction in rates over the Southern roads is an- 
ticipated. 

PEERS YF ete 
EAST TENNESSEE SECURITIES. 

A report was current, and generally be- 
lieved, in Wall-street yesterday that the Clear- 
ing House Committee had arranged with a 
syndicate to dispose of the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia securities he!d on account of 


the suspended Metropolitan Bank. Consolidated 
bonds to the amount of $1,500,000, it was said, 
had been sold at 60, and the income bonds 
were to_be handed over to the syndicate 
at 20. Members of the Clearing House 
Committee declined to speak on the subject, but 
persons who are in a position to know the facts 
say that the transfer of the securities bas been 
practically completed. The syndicate embraces 
capitalists who have not hitherto been identified 
with the East Tennessee management. Ex- 
President Thomas and C. 8. Brice, it is sald, have 
no voice in the matter.

ANOTHER DRUGGIST’S MISTAKE. 
DEADLY POISON GIVEN TO A BOY INSTEAD 
OF A PATENT MEDICINE, 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 4.—A nearly fatal 
case of taking the wrong medicine occurred last 
night in West Philadelphia. Milton Ogden, son 
of William Ogden, of Thirty-fifth and Wal- 
lace streets, a youth of 15, was suffering 
from catarrh, and went to the drug store 
of 8. Everett Betts to get some medicine to re- 
lieve his trouble. He had seen the wide spread 
advertisements of a new patent medi- 


cine, and decided to try it for a change. 
He bought a box for 25 cents, took 
it home and showed it to his mother. They read 
the directions, which said to snuff it up the nose. 
On opening the box it was found to contain six 
small bottles filled with white powder. The boy 
put some of this on his finger and said: “I will 
put some up each nostril.” 

** Don’t do that,” said his mother. 
it in the nostril that is affected,” 
This caution of the mother saved the boy’s 
life. He put the powder to his nose. snuffed it, 
and immediately gave a piercing shriek that 
nearly frightened bis mother out of her wits. 

“Oh, mother,” he cried, “‘run and ask Mr. 
Betts if I have taken it right.” 

The boy biew his nose and a stream of blood 
followed. Then followed a succession of shrieks 
which brought ina policeman and several! neich- 
bors. The poy began to vomit, and in three 
minutes was in convulsions, from which he did 
not recover for 10 hours. 

When Mr. Betts arrived he examined the 
box of medicine and saw that it was not 
the proper medicine. The bottles contained 
sulphate bhyoscyamin, commonly known as 
bhenbane, and a most deadly poison. 
The policeman carried the struggling boy 
up stalrs, and says he was the hardest person ta 
manage he ever had hold of, although he is not 
larger than an ordinary 12-year-old boy. It re- 
quired three men to hold him on the bed, and it 
was even then with the greatest difficulty that 
he was prevented from tearing the bedclothes 
and demolishing the bedstead. 

Dr. Thatcher, the family physician, arrived 
soon afterward and immediately applied anti- 
dotes, which had a modifying effect, but the 
boy showed no signs of consciousness until 
morning. During to-day he was much quieter. 
Toward night he was much easier, and after 
supper he fell asleep, and the physician says he 
will undoubtedly recover in a few days. 

Drugzgist Betts gave the following account of 
the manner in which the accident occurred: 
“Last night youne Ogden came in and wanted’ 
some catarr medicine, and said that he 
had seen advertisements in the street cars 
of a certain patent medicine and thought 
he would be it instead of the regular 
medicine which he had been taking. I had three 
boxes in stock, and handed him down one with- 
out looking at the contents, as I had no reason to 
suppose there was anything wrong init. Half 
an hour afterward I[ was called in to see 
the boy, who was in convulsions. I immediate- 
ly saw that the wrong medicine was in the box, 
and how it came there is as yet a mystery. It 
contained six three-grain vials of sulphate of 
hyosciamin, a most deadly poison, which 
sells at wholesale at 50 cents per grain, 
so that the total value of the box was $4 50. 
do not keep this drug in stock, as it is sel- 
dom called for and is very expensive. 
I ordered the three boxes of supposed 
patent medicine of Rommel, Rabe & Co., 
of Market-street, who did not have it 
in stock, and in turn ordered it of French, 
Richards & Co., wholesale druggists at Tenth 
and Market'streets. This firm informed me to- 
night that the poison must have been put in at 
the manufactory in New-York, as they had not 
used the three-grain bottles of hnyosciamin 
until this Summer. On July 17, being entirely 
out of the drug, they bought 10 three-grain bot- 
tles of it, and they now huve seven of them in 
stock. As there were six in the package 
sold to Ogden they could not possibly have 
come from the 10 bought by French, Richards & 
Co. They had not opened any of the boxes of 
catarrh medicine, and were, of course, ignorant 
of the presence of the foreign substance. Tho 
matter is now being traced in New-York, and [ 
hope the person responsible for the mistake will 
be found.”

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FREAKS OF AN INSANE MAN. 

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 4.—Henry BE. Place, 
a well known citizen and a man ot considerable 
property, suddenly became insane this morning. 
His insanity for atime was not suspected, and 
he had time to indulge in a number 
of remarkable freaks. He commenced by 
drawing about $1500 from. the bank, 
and with the money in his possession started to 
take the cars, When he reached the station be 
asked a stranger to loan him his carpet bag and 
tried to take it. This action was resist- 
ed by the stranger, who thought him a 
pickpocket.

MANY SICK CATTLE. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 4.—Reports from Kanka- 
kee County say the cattle

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THE GAS QUESTION. 


VIEWS OF AN EMINENT ENGLISH EXPERT. 
Mr. Robert Paulson Spice, M. Inst. ©. E. 
of London, whose authority in all questions 
connected with the manufacture of gas is very 
high, recently arrived in this country on bisi- 
ness connected with his profession, In response 
to a request from a representative of THE 
TIMES to give his views regarding the aques- 
tion of gas supply which has recently 
awakened so much interest in New-York 
and Brooklyn, Mr. Spice submitted them in 
the subjoined communication. Mr. Spice, 
though in his seventy-second year, is a hale 
and vigorous gentleman who hardly looks more 
than 50. He has been envaged for more than 40 
years in gas engineering, and is the senior, save 
one, of the four experts whose opinion is most 
respected in London, where, under the statutory 
regulations of gas companies, the functions of 
an expert are both diflicult and important. He 
has designed the plans for a great number—over 
200—gzas works, and has for some time had 
charge of the station at Tunbridge Wells, where 
he has been conducting experiments of great 
interest in comparatively recent modifications 
of the methods of manufacture: 
Tothe Editor of the News Fork Times: 

Tn replying to your invitation to’say something 
concerning the supply of gas to New-York and 
Brookiyn, I feel that Iam invited to enter ona 
delicate subject, No doubt I ougbt to be able, 
after 40 years’ experiense and an extensive prac- 
tice in al! parts of the old country as a designer 
and constructor of gas works, and the adviser 
of gas companies and corporate bodies concern- 
ing gas supply, to give an opinion of a re- 
liabie character on all the questions involved in 
the manufacture and supply of gas under any 
conceivable conditions. But when the question in 
any given case includes important political con- 
siderations,it is by no means asimple engineering 
issue to be demonstrated. And in the case o 
New-York and the city of Brooklyn, in which I 
am just now a sojourner, the problem is com- 
plicated by what I would call grave political 
embarrassments, or rather the absence of gov- 
ernmental authority and statutory regulations 
such as would prevent the waste, inseparable 
from the foolish and extravagant application of 
capital, in the separate undertakings by which 
the two cities are at present supplied. 

This complication has arisen from the desire 
on the part of the gas consumers, and possibly 
also on the part of the city authorities, to seelr 
to benefit themselves by competition, than 
which nothing can possibly be more illusive, as 
I will attempt to show. Suppose, for instance, 
the case of a city supplied by a single company 
by means ofa gas work and a distributory sys- 
tem of mains quite equal to all the requirements 
of the time, but in the absence® of all reasonable 
restrictions as to quality and price the citizens 
feel themselves aggrieved with either the price 
charged or the quality of the gas supplied, or 
both, and resolve to obtain relief by establishing 
afsecond company to compete with the first; 
what happens? Why, just this. A second capi- 
tal becomes established to do the same business 
which had been done by the first, and out 
of the same source of revenue dividends 
on two capitals have to be paid instead 
ot one; in addition to which all the 
fixed charges, such as salaries of officers, office 
expenses, &c., are included in similar proportion. 
Probably the first effect of the folly, for such it 
has proved to be, may be a reduction in the price 
charged for gas; but universal experience has 
proved that where amalgamation is possible 
competition is impossible. Shareholders of the 
two companies sooner or later tire of supplying 
gas consumers ata price which does not yielda 
profit on the capital employed, and they agree 
either to amalgamate or make an equivalent ar- 
rangement by means of which they can raise the 
price and so restore prosperity to the exchequer 
of each. The result isthatif half a dollar net 
profit per 1,000 feet of gas sold would pay a fair 
dividend on one capital, a dollar per 1,000 feet 
would be required in the shape of profit on every 
1,000 feet sold to pay the same diviaend as before 
on double the amount of capital. 

I have thus approximately stated the case of 
things as regards the supply of gas in Brooklyn, 
and it is not confined to this city, It appears to 
me that the companies, by which I mean the gas 
companies proper—excluding the case of the 
unscrupulous water gas companies, whose only 
business object is to create a more extended 
market for their oil, which alone gives the light— 
are much more to be pitied than the gas con- 
sumers, because without the encouragement of 
the latter, defective or inefficient as the law 
may be, the wasteful rivalry could not exist, or, 
as the old saying bas it, “If tnere were no re- 
ceivers there would be no thieves.” 

In London we have only three gas companies 
at the present time, whereas we had 13 some 
years since. When we had 13 the price patd for 
gas was about $1 60 per 1,000 feet, but by the re- 
duction of the number of the companies witbin 
the area of the metropolis, and concentration in 
large works, instead of manufacturing the gas 
at a great number of small stations, the same or 
jlarger dividends are paid on the capital out of 
profits made at the present pric: of 67 cents per 
1,000 feet, This state of things in London has 
been led up to by abolishing competition under 
& Well regulated monopoly, so framed as to se- 
cure the interests of the consumer and the com- 
panies, which in point of tact are absolutely 
identical, I need hardly say that the word 
“*monopoly” is as much hated in England as it 
can bein America, and itseems difficult to ex- 
clude the idea of abuse from association with it, 
but the argument that monopoly leads to abuse 
has no force when the abuse of a given monopo- 
ly is prevented by the strong regulating hana of 
the law. Under the well regulated monopoly in 
regard to the supply of gas in London, the paid 
up capital amounts to $69,070,710, the quantity of 
gas sold 21,118,889,000 cubic feet, and 24 cents per 
1,000 feet sufficed to pay 10 per cent. on this. in- 
clusive of interest on the loan capital. 

You must not, however, suppose that I con- 
sider the same financial results which are real- 
ized in London are attainahle in this country. 
There is much too wide a difference in the cost 
of materials and labor between England and 
America for it to be possible that the cost of 
the production and distribution of gas should 
be comparabie between the two countries. But 
I contend most earnestly that here quite as 
much asin England the two cardinal points to 
be observed in gas manufacture are economy 
and purity, and if gas is to continue to hold its 
own asit hasdone and always may do in the 
face of the modern and legitimate competition 
of petroleum and electric lighting, the strictest 
attention to these two points should be paid 
and if one of the two should be placed first 
as to relative importance I would say let 
purity be the modern gasmaker’s pole star.

ADMIRAL JOUETT MUST PAY. 
THE GOVERNMENT NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR 
ENTERTAINMENTS ON SHIPBOARD, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—Judge Maynard, 
Second Controller of the Treasury, has decided 
an interesting point in considering an item of 
$400 in the accounts of Pay Inspector Stevenson, 
United States Navy, for expenses incurred by 
Rear-Admiral Jouett, of the Tennessee, in en- 
tertaining the following public officials at 
the New-Orleans Exposition: Director-General 
Burke and party, Gov. McEnery, of Louisiana, 


staff and friends; Gov. Bourn, of Rhode Island, 
staff and friends: the Mexican Commissioner and 
party; Gov. Cameron, of Virginia, staff and 
triends, The accounts were approved by Secre- 
tary Chandler. Pay Inspector Stevenson certi- 
fies that the articles used in the entertainment 
of the above guests Were regularly purchased in 
open market by order of Commander Stanton, 
commanding the Tennessee, Rear-Admiral 
Jouett acknowledges the receipt of the money 
to pay the bills. The Second Controller says he 
can find no law for these expenditures, and that 
there is no statute or naval regulation which 
imposes on naval officers the duty of entertain- 
ing public officials at the expense of the Govern- 
ment. He says: 


“Itis one of the penalties of official position that the 
incumbent is sometimes required by social usage or 
the etiquette of his station to extend hospttalities to 
persons and upon occa-ions when as a private citizen 
be would be free from such obligations. Butiisa 
burden voluntarily assumed, and apparently not of 
such magnitude asto repress the ambition of mento 
seck public positions. here is no bill of items ren- 
dered with this voucher, and I am not informed of 
the character of the outlay except that it is 
declared that ‘the public exigencies required 
the delivery of the aboye mentioned articles,’ from 
which it is to ba inferred that they were mer- 
chandise of some character not embraced in the regn- 
lar supplies with which the ship was provided. ‘lhe 
Paymaster has paid the bill in good feith,and by the 
orderof the commanding officer, and he should be 
protected. Attention Is calledto section 235 of the 
Revised Statutes, which provides that In cases like 
the one in question the commanding officer 
who orders. the purchase _ sivall be held 
responsible for its payment and not the 
disbursing officer who paid the bill by his direction. 
The item is, therefore, allowed in the accounts of the 
Paymaster, and might under the statute be charged 
against the commanding officer. The voucher, how- 
ever, shows that the money was received by Rear- 
Admiral Jouett, commanding the squadron, and as it 
is money belonging to the United States unlawfully 
expended it may be followed into whatever hands it 
ean be traced and restitution compelled. It should 
therefore be charged againat the latter officer (Jouett) 
in hia accounts and be regarded as an advancement 
upon his salary.”

Fowrth—The Government is not disposed to investi- 
gate the facts or to review the proceedings of the court 
which passed judgment on Riel unless itis shown that 
Hitel’s trial was conducted according to more rigorous 
methods than would be adopted in the trial of a sub- 
ject of ber Majesty the Queen, under like circum- 
stances. 

risth—The Government recognizes the principle that 
every country has the right to determine for itself 
what constitutes treason, and is not disposed to ques- 
tion the right of Canada to have tried Riel tor treason, 
even if be were an American citizen by birth or proc- 
ess of naturalization. The secretary considered Itiel’s 
case like that of the irish revolutionaries, us they are 
styled, in so far that the American Government would 
do all that it was proper to do for Riel, as it had done 
for others.

BLOWN TO ATOMS BY DYNAMITE. 


A WAGON LOAD OF THE* EXPLOSIVE GOES 
OFF KILLING TWO MEN AND TWO HORSES, 
Toronto, Ont., Sept. 4.—Information 
was received here this morning to the effect that 
the people in Oampbellford,asmall village in 
this Province, east of Toronto, had experienced 
asevere shock of earthquake. A few hours 
subsequently, however, it was learned that the 
cause of the shock was the explosion ot a wagon 
load of dynamite at Lakefield, another small 
Village, four miles from Campbellford. The ex- 
plosive was being removed from Lakefield by 
twomen named Martin and Simmins, with a 
team of horses. It is supposed that the dyna- 
mite was not securely packed in the wagon, 
and that acan fell out on the hard roadway, 
causing the explosion of its contents as 
well as the wagon load of dynamite. The shock 
from the explosion was terrific, and was felt 
miles from the scene. The horses and men were 
literally blown to pieces,so that their deaths 
must have been instantaneous, Portions of 
their clothing and blackened limbs were found 
at considerable distances fromthe spot where 
the explosion occurred. Windows far away 
were shattered, fences and trees blown down, 
and alarge, deep cayity made in the roadway. 
The men belonged toa place named Tweed, not 
far from Peterborough, The explosion took 
place while the wagon was passing through a 
thick tamarac woods, and trees were uprooted 
foraradius of about 50 feet and ground to 
splinters.

ARRESTED FOR BIGAMY. 
Rocuester, N. Y., Sept. 4.—Charles FE. 
Marsh was arrested this morning on the charge 
of bigamy. Wife No.2 was with him. She said 
she had been married to Marsh on the 25th of 
last April,and showed a marriage certificate. 
Her maiden name was Fiorence Brown, and her 


folks live at Oneida, N. Y., where she was mar- 
ried, and where, also, she has two children liv- 
ing. On July 3 Marsh was arrested at Canastota 
on the charge of bigamy.

When they didn’t 
have money they usually found some farmer to 
give them shelter, They were continually 
afraid of being arrested. Once she was arrested 
at Watertown and brought to Canastotat on the 
charge of aiding inthe release of Marsh from 
jail, but was discharged. She rejoined her hus- 
band, but has been so harshly used by him that 
this morning she determined to have him ar- 
rested. Marsh did not deny at the police court 
the statement that he nad escaped from jail or 
that he was married to the woman. He said that 
she had heiped him to escape by sending him 
tools, but she denied this. She admits, however, 
that he was guilty of bigamy. The two were 
placed in cells whileatelegram was sent to 
Canastota. A reply was received from the Chief 
of Police at Canastota to hold the man until an 
officer arrived. 





CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS.

CHICAGO, Sept. 4.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were very nervous and uncertuin to-day. The re- 
duction in rail rates has not stimulated shipments as 
much as might have been expected, but there was a 
good inquiry for luke and rail room onthe reduced 
basis.

The trade was op- 
pressed by the continued paucity of the export move- 
ment, while the estimates otf the Huropenn situation 
were x surprise to many.

One point has been gained in the proc- 
pss of rectifying the wrong done in per- 
mitiing a monopoly in the business of dis- 
infecting imported rags to charge its own 
price fora service which the importers 
‘were compelled to accept. It was de- 
cided yesterday, on what appear to be 
sound legal grounds, that the Quarantine 
Commissioners have the power to fix the 
charges for disinfecting. They have not 
vet decided what would be fair rates, 
their information regarding the cost of 
the process-being, in their own opinion, 
§nsufficient. According to the claim 
of the importers the cost does not 
justify a charge of more than $i 
pn ton for the work for which the 
disinfecting company charged $5. 
There is another important point which 
ought to be reconsidered by the Quaran- 
itine Commissioners. Disinfection is at 
‘best a costly process, and according to 
expert testimony the superheated steam 
process is injurious. There ought to be 
discrimination between cases in which it 
is necessary and thosein which it isclearly 
established to be unnecessary. To require 
disinfection brought from 
countries where there has been no infec- 
tion for a long period, which have been 
properly certified as entirely free from 
danger, and which have not been carried 
within the reach of infection on their way 
to this country, is something more than a 
hardship; it is a wrong, with whatever 
legal sanction it may be covered.

It can 
scarcely be possible that so large a pro- 
portion of the population of Texas has 
been swindled by the “‘ sawdust game” as 
these procedures would imply. 








It is a little rough for the fifth class 
editors who have recently been appointed 
fourth class Postmasters to have to 
learn that Secretary Bayarp “ considers 
RIEL’s case like that of the Irish revolu- 
tionaries, as they are styled, in so far that 
the American Government would do all 
that it was proper to do for RIEL, as it had 
done for others.” The general theory 
among the editors referred to is that the 
American Government hitherto has been 
daily trampled upon by England, and that 
Mr. BayaRD was especially commissioned 
to stop the process. To find him setting 
up his predecessor’s acts as a standard for 
his own is too exasperatingly reasonable 
to pass without rebuke. 





The Chairman of the Republican Com- 
mittee of Pennsylvania seems to have for- 
gotten two rather important facts. One 
is that a Republican Administration has 
ceased for a time to exist at Washington 
and the other is that there is a law against 
soliciting contributions for political pur- 
poses in the public offices at the capital 
or elsewhere. The circular which he 
has sent to employés in the Pen- 
sion and Land Offices may be set 
down as the most “cheeky” production 
of its kind on record, besides being in 
violation of law and from a political 
point of view supremely foolish, If the 
Republicans of Pennsylvania are to pre- 
vent any agitation of the tariff and pave 
the way for the overthrow of the Demo- 
cratic National Administration they will 
probably have to do it without the finan- 
cial aid of Government clerks.

A SILVER COMPROMISE, 


A dispatch appeared yesterday in the 
Journal, of Boston, dated at Washington 
the 8d, which is important if true. It 
states that “‘ conferences at the Treasury, 
inquiries addressed to Secretary MANNING, 
&c., have elicited the information that 
ever since the Warner compromise meas- 
ure was proposed representatives of the 
Administration have been endeavoring 
to perfect a plan by which the opposition 
of the silver men to a suspension of the 
coinage can be overcome. It is learned on 
the highest authority that the Administra- 
tion has abandoned hope of the passage-of 
a bill stopping the coinage of standard 
silver dollars or leaving it discretionary 
with the Secretary of the Treasury. The 
President: has come to the conclusion that 
the only practicable method is to secure a 
compromise which representatives of all 
factions will be pledged to support before 
its introduction in Congress, A prom- 
inent representative of the Administration 
is authority for the statement that such a 
measure is being rapidly put into shape, 
representatives of all factions being con- 
sulted, its central idea being the suspen- 
sion-of the coinage of silver dollars, and in 
its place the deposit of bullion.” 

It will be noticed that there is no inti- 
mation in this dispatch that the Warner 
measure itself, or any part of it, shall be 
made the compromise, except the issue 
of certificates at the market value in gold 
on the deposit of bullion. Reduced to any 
such proportions as these the Warner 
bill would be relatively harmless, and it is 
quite possible that a law embodying this 
idea, if properly guarded, might be of ad- 
vantage to the community. That some 
compromise in form may be necessary; 
that the silver party in Congress would 
not consent to the naked repeal of the 
present law or the suspension of its 
operations and might be able to prevent 
the one and the other, may be conceded. 
That a law such as could be safely passed 
and enforced, on the basis of the idea set 
forth in the dispatch, would satisfy the 
silver men is as yet a question. ~ 

The chief mischief of the elaborate 
Warner bill, as originally prepared, lay 
in its professedly minor features, which 
were in reality of capital importance, 
such as the character to be given to the 
new certificates, the provisions for keep- 
ing the certificates now outstanding in 
circulation, and the treatment of the 
minor coins, If the silver men be prepared 
to surrender these, or if by some curious 
change they have come to see how utter- 
ly wrong their ideas as to these are, then 
a workable bill may be got through their 
co-operation. But there are certain 
points on which there should be no 
misunderstanding. One of these is that the 
country neither can nor will tolerate any-

thing tending to produce more of what is 





known as “ cheap” money; that is, money 
which is not at all times and everywhere 
worth its face in gold. Of that sort of money 
we have already more than enough. Any 
increase of it will be a misfortune to the 
country and a disgrace to the Govern- 
ment. The real problem is how to get.rid 
of what we have. Another point is the 
unnecessary and dangerous trifling with 
the legal tender quality of paper money, 
whether representing coin or not. If 


‘the Government shall determine to re- 


ceive in custody silver deposited by 
its owners, and to issue certificates 
stating its exact weight and fineness and 
the market value at the time of deposit, 
it can safely and properly do so. Such 
certificates would give convenience in the 
transfer of silver, and could be so used, 
precisely as on a smaller scale bills of 
lading or warehouse certificates for grain 
are used between those dealing in grain. 
But that the Government should compel 
its citizens by law to receive such cer- 
tificates at their face value in payment of 
debts due to them either by the Govern- 
ment or by individuals is something 
wholly unnecessary and exceedingly likely 
to prove injurious. 

For it is plain one of two things must 
happen—either the price of silver may 
advance, in which case the’ certificates 
increase in value and will be kept by 
those who happen to hold them, or the 
price of silver may fall, in which case the 
loss would either fall upon the holder for 
the time being or upon the taxpayers if 
the Government is bound to redeem them. 
In neither case and in no case conceivable 
would the legal tender character of the 
certificates be of any real advantage to 
the general public. It should be remem- 
bered that the question of how these new 
certificates shall be issued and what char- 
acter shall be given them is a question re- 
lating entirely to a new form of currency. 
Now, of the existing forms of currency 
possessing varying quality as legal tend- 
er we have enough. There is absolutely 
no need known cr felt by business men for 
any more currency of any sort, and none 
with full or partial legal tender quality 
should be forced upon them. With silver 
as a commodity, having a recognized and 
generally stable market value, they can 
already deal. They could deal a little 
more readily with it if it could be trans- 
ferred from buyer to seller in the form of 
certificates of deposit issued by the Gov- 
ernment. But the transactions would re- 
main those of purchase and sale, and 
should remain so and should be left en- 
tirely free, unembarrassed, and uncon- 
fused by any act of the Government be- 
yond its declared readiness to hold the 
metal for delivery on presentation of the 
certificates. And whatever is done re- 
garding the issue of new certificates, no 
policy will be long tolerable which does 
not provide for the absolute stoppage of 
the coinage of legal tender silver dollars, 





THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR, 

Reports are frequently received of the 
rapid extension of the organization of the 
Knights of Labor throughout the several 
States of this country and in Canada, the 
‘‘ grand assemblies” being affiliated in one 
general body. There has just been a 
meeting to perfect the organization in the 
State of Texas, where 10,000 members had 
been gathered in since last March <A 
fusion was effected with the Farmers’ 
Union which added at once 85,000 to the 
membership. The most noteworthy dec- 
laration of the purposes of this organ- 
ization, not only in Texas but elsewhere, 
is to the effect that its object is not to 
promote strikes but to prevent them by 
means of arbitration. Among the States 
in which it is reported that the Knights 
of Labor are rapidly extending their or- 
ganization is Massachusetts, where, it is 
said, they aim at securing certain specific 
acts of legislation affecting the interests 
of workingmen, one of which is the 
establishment of courts of arbitration for 
the-settlement of difficulties between em- 
ployers and employed. 

These various reports raise the hope 
that the organization of labor forces in 
this particular form is to be more intelli- 
gently and prudently directed than. has 
been the.case with most labor unions ‘in 
the past. If one fairly homogeneous or- 
ganization can be formed with a view to 
using its united power and resources: for 
promoting the best interests of the labor- 
ing men of the country and securing 
harmonious relations between workmen 
and their employers, it may be productive 
of great good. The chief difficultyjin 
the past has been that an attitude of 
hostility has been assumed toward em- 
ploying capitalists, with very little effort 
to arrive at a clear undersfanding of the 


normal relations of capital and labor: 


and the causes that work from time to 
time to the advantage or disadvantage of 
either or both, There has been a disposi- 
tion to make arbitrary demands, with ver y 
little regard to whether in the light of 
existing conditions they were reasonable 
or not, and to attempt their enforcement 
by strikes. 

What has long been needed is some 
means, when any difficulty or dispute 
arises, of having the elements that make 
up the situation clearly understood by 
both sides to, the controversy. Employ- 
ers, as a rule, know what they can afford 
to do in any particular condition of their 
business and what they cannot afford to 
doin the matter of wages, The work- 
men, in very many cases, do not clearly 
understand what is and what is not pos- 
sible in any industrial exigency that pro- 
duces pressure upon the labor market, 
While employers may sometimes be 
disposed to take advantage of the 
position of their workmen, which is neces- 
sarily one in which they cannot clearly 
see the influences that are at work, the 
latter are still more apt to insist upon 
conditions which the actual circumstances 
do not justify. A complete mutual un- 
derstanding of the situation would in 
most cases lead to agreement. If the 
workingmen have representatives capable 
of looking upon both sides of the question 
at issue and the employers are willing to 
have its merits fully considered and a de- 
cision reached that shall be fair and 
equitable, many of the difficulties that are 
wont to arise will be readily solved. 

Where agreement cannot be reached 





through a mutual understanding and 
mutual concessions the obviously wise 
method of proceeding is to refer the con- 
troversy tosome tribunal in which both 
sides are fairly represented, disinterested 
as to the particular matter in dispute, and 
8o constituted as to render in the end an 
impartial decision on the merits of 
the case, If such tribunals can be 
established, .either by consent on 
both sides or by law, they will go 
far toward putting an end to strikes.and 
lock-outs, which are costly expedients and 
calculated to intensify an unnatural hos- 
tility between forces which ought to work 
together for mutual benefits, It is a 
promising sign when a labor organization, 
so widespread and so numerous in its 
membership as the Knights of Labor, 
takes a position in favor of a general 
system of arbitration for the settle 
ment of labor disputes. It needs 
also to direct its energies and resources 
to elevating the character and promoting 
the intelligence of its members, especially 
to fostering a clearer understanding of 
the principles that enter into what is 
broadly known as the labor question, in 
order that they may be prepared to ac- 


cept the decisions which would be- 


reached by a system of arbitration, and 


which would not always be in favor of 


their demands, Laboring men are a nu- 
merous and powerful class, and need only 
to have their efforts directed by intelli- 
gence and prudence in order to make 


their rights secure under political insti-: 


tutions like ours, 








SECRETARY ENDIOOTT’S REFORM. 
The relief this week of Lieut.-Cols. 


GreGorY and Davis, of Lieut.-Gen. SHER- - 


IDAN’S staff, under the requirements of 
general order No. 85, will doubtless ‘be in- 
terpreted throughout the army as a de- 
cisive indication that the order is to be 


executed faithfully. Certainly if any ex- 


ception were to be made, so far as aides- 
de-camp are concerned, both courtesy and 
the good of the service would make it in 
favor of the officer commanding the army, 
Such an exception could perhaps be put 
on the ground that the officer in highest 
command should be allowed to select 
and retain for his staff those whom he 
had found to have a peculiar facility or 


usefulness in advancing his own work’ 


and hence the work of the whole military 
establishment. But just as when the 
compulsory retirement law was passed it 
was made to take effect-on the General of 
the Army himself, so now we find the 
Lieutenant-General prompt to conform to 
the requirements of the order to “‘relieve 
as soon as practicable” the officers who 
have-been detailed more ‘than four years. 

This action also recalls the fact. that 
when Senator PLUMB vainly sought to 
accomplish by a law of Congress what 
Secretary EnpicoTtt has deftly . brought 
about with a few strokes of his-pen, the 
Lieutenant-General did not regard that 
sort of interference with favor. The bill 
of Mr. PiLump, as reported by Senator 
SewELL from the Committee on Military 
Affairs, provided that no regimental 
or company officer should be detached 
from duty as such for more than 
three consecutive years, and _ that 
after being returned he~should not 
again be detailed, save temporarily, 
for periods not exceeding sixty days, 
until he had served three years with his 
company or regiment. Gen. SHERIDAN 
and Secretary LINCOLN united in opposing 
this bill, The former argued that its pro- 
visions would encroach on the President’s 
prerogative and seriously impair the ad- 
ministration of the army. He held that 
those intrusted with the administration of 


the army should control such matters, . 


and: that it would subvert-the principles 


on which armies are governed for Con-: 


gress to assume specific direction of the 
internal economy of the army. This rea- 
soning, however, does not apply to a reg- 
ulation that is not initiated in Congress, 
but in the War Department ’ itself, and 
controlled in the latter. 

It has sometimes been said that the 
order of Secretary ENpicotr sending back 
to their line duties officers already. absent 
four years or more affects very few of 
them, and hence is hardly worth the de- 
gree of attention it has excited. It is-true 
that the whole number of officers on de- 
tached service exceeding four consecutive 
years was only twenty-three, and six of 
these were excepted by the order itself, as 
they had been detailed directly by the 
War Department. When it is considered 
that there are more than two thousand 
officers on the active list, the proportion 
affected by this order does certainly seem 
small. But the order is a continuing 
one, and between now and the coming 
Spring it will apply to six if not eight 
officers who will successively come under 
the four years’ limitation. 

There is no question that the order is 
founded in justice and that hitherto there 
have been great abuses in allowing de- 
tails torun on for many years without 
special or extraordinary reasons, Undet 
the new system the service will get the 
benefit of the ability of a greater num- 
ber of officers in detailed duty. 











THE EPIDEMIC IN MONTREAL, 


The progress of an epidemic of deadly 
infectious or contagious disease in civil- 
ized and enlightened countries reveals the 
appalling ignorance of great masses of 
citizens. The ravages of cholera in France, 
Italy, and Spain have revealed also the 
power of superstition, ‘which, joined to 
ignorance, makes it more dangerous. The 
filthy condition of French and Spanish 
cities, the dense ignorance of the poor 
who have died by the thousands, and the 
malign influence of superstition upon 
these poor people, have made it impossi- 
ble to check the progress of the plague. 
Even if the local authorities had been en- 
lightened and wise they would probably 
have been forced to allow the disease to 
run its course, 

The prevalence of a deadly epidemic of 
smallpox in Montreal has shown to the 
intelligent inhabitants of the Dominion 
and the United States the great ignorance 
of the French Canadians. The influence 
of superstition is also plainly seen, and 
another element—race hatred or prejudice 
—increases the difficulties attending the 
solution of that great problem in sanita- 
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tion, how to protect the clean and intelli-: 
gent from the dirty and ignorant, and 
how to protect the dirty and ignorant 
from the consequences of their own folly. 

Those who suffer and die of smallpox in 
Montreal are almost without exception 
French Canadians, who seem to regard 
sanitary rules and vaccination as the in- 
ventions*of Satan or as regulations by 
means of which the English residents de- 
sire to oppress and persecute them. Mon- 
treal has become a national pesthouse be- 
cause of the stupidity and prejudices of 
these persons. From 1872 to 1881 there 
were 4,911 fatal cases of smallpox in the 
city, and nearly all of the victims were of 
this class. Last week there were 219 
deaths, and only 4 of those who 
died were English, The people who 
have suffered so severely still persist in 
disobeying rules laid down for their own 
protection and even intentionally com- 
municate the disease to healthy residents. 
Some of them expose their children to the 
loathsome plague because they believe 
that their offspring will be better off in 
heaven, In the suburban villages the 
local authorities openly denounce vaccina- 
tion and other preventive measures, and 
the people vigorously oppose all who try 
to help them. The reports published 
from day to-day show how hard it is for 
the intelligent to exert any influence upon 
those who suffer and who seem to rejoice 
in their sufferings. 

It is probable that the disease will be 
brought from Montreal to this city. It 
has already appeared in several towns on 
this side of the line. But in New-York 
it will undoubtedly be controlled and sup- 
pressed by sanitary and preventive meas- 
ures, as it has been controlled and sup- 
pressed before. Fortunately there is little 
or no opposition here to vaccination. The 
doctrines supported in July last by 
the: International Anti-Vaccination Con- 
gress at Charleroi find no favor 
here. In the light afforded by statistics 
they ought not to find favor anywhere. 
The-delegates to that congress passed by 
unanimous vote a resolution asking this 
State to no longer require the vaccination 
of immigrants at this port. How many 
lives would have been lost here if our 
health officers had not isolated and vac- 
cinated the shiploads of immigrants who 
brought the disease into the harbor two or 
three months ago? 

The use of impure lymph has undoubt- 
edly caused sickness and even death in 
some cases, but vaccination with pure 
matter by careful physicians and surgeons 
has been a great: blessing to the human 
race. It has saved thousands of valuable 
lives in New-York, and it will save 
thousands more lives that without it 
would be sacrificed. ‘Thanks to the in- 
fluence of common-sense and the -intelli- 
gence of the people of this city, the dirty 
and superstitious people who make a pest- 
house of Montreal cannot do us much 
harm. 











OFFICIAL HOSPITALITIES. 


Rear-Admiral JourTT, of the navy, has 
just been fined $400 for being a Rear-Ad- 
miral, The circumstances under which 
the penalty for this offense was inflicted 
should and probably may lead to a re- 
vision of the law so as to mitigate the 
punishment for rising to high rank in the 
navy, when the culprit can prove a good 
character in other respects. 

Admiral JovUETT, it seems, felt moved 
or bound to extend some official hospi- 
tality to the dignitaries assembled at the 
opening of the New-Orleans Exposition, 
at which he officially ‘‘ assisted” in his 
capacity of Rear-Admiral commanding 
the home squadron, This hospitality nat- 
urally took the form of a dinner on board 
the Tennessee. The cost of this enter- 
tainment was $400 and, apparently in ac- 
cordance with usage, the bill was pre- 
sented to the Treasury through the Navy 
Department, with the approval of Secre-. 
tary CHANDLER. It has now been thrown 
out by the:Second Controller of the Treas-- 
ury, with a notification that if Admirals 
will give official dinners on behalf of the 
United States they must pay for the din- 
ners themselves, 

This decision is doubtless proper. If 
the Second Controller had contented him- 
self with saying: that he could discover 
no warrant of law for allowing the bill 
and must therefore reject it, there would 
be nothing to criticise with regard to his 
share in the transaction. He goes further 
than this, and, with the gravity of many 
owls, enters upon an argument to show 
that Admiral JourtTT is served right by 
being fined in occasional amounts of $400 
for being an Admiraland being ordered to 
stations where the exercise of official hos- 
pitality devolves upon him. “It is one of 
the penalties of official position,” remarks 
Mr. Maynarp, ‘‘ that the incumbent is 
sometimes required by social usage or the 
etiquette of his station to extend hospi- 
talities to persons and upon occasions 
when [sic] as a private citizen he would 
be free from such obligations. But itis a 
burden voluntarily assumed and apparent- 
ly not of such magnitude as to repress 
the ambition of men to reek public po- 
sitions.” In Mr. MayNaRD’s mind there 
seems to be no distinction between sery- 
ing up to the grade of Admiral and giv-., 
ing an official dinner in that capacity, on 
the one hand, and running for office and 
incidentally ‘‘ setting ’em up for the boys’’’ 
on the other. 

Mr. MAYNARD’S little essay, brief as it 
is, is fatiguing. The truth is that the 
duties of our navy in time of peace are for 
the most part mere ceremonies. If they 
are to become shabby ceremonies they 
will be worth less than nothing. Shabby 
they will assuredly be if all officers are 
notified that the cost of the official enter- 
tainments they give, and are virtually com- 
pelled to give, on behalf of their Govern- 
ment must be borne by themselves. The 
necessity for the exercise of official hos- 
pitality is recognized in all naval services, 
In the British service it is, we believe, 
recognized by the grant to every officer 
commanding a ship or a squadron of 
an allowance for ‘table money,” grad- 
uated in proportion to his rank and the 
extent of his command, in addition to his 
pay proper. This may or may not be the 
best means of arriving at the end pro- 


‘posed. An act of Congress authorizing 





| the Treasury to pay reasonable expenses 


incurred by naval officers in command of 
men-of-war for official horpitalities might. 
answer the purpose as well or better. 
The method which apparently has grown 
up by usage in our own. service is to 
pay such bills in the absence of 
any express or implied authority of 
law, by coz:aivance between the navy 
and the Treasury. This is a very bad 
method and invites all sorts of abuses, 
which in past administrations of the navy”. 
have eagerly accepted the invitation. 
In doing his share toward putting a stop 
to it Mr. Maynarp is so far engaged in a 
creditable work. It is only by a perfectly 
superfluous exhibition of his didactic, 
powers that he has turned a fierce side- 
light upon the question of his own fitness j 
to administer an office that involves the. 
exercise of more or less judicial functions. 

When Congress meets it will no doubt 
reimburse Admiral Joverr for his ex- 
penditure. It should go further and 
make some general provision for cases 
that must be of very frequent occurrence.

MANUAL TRAINING IN SCHOOLS, 
ee ee aes 
LOUIS EDUCATOR LEARNED IN 
EUROPE. 
From the St. Lowis Globe-Democrat, Sept. 2. 
« Mr. C. M. Woodward, Dean of the Poly. 
technic School of the Washington University 
and Director of the Manual Training School, re- 
turned yesterday from Europe, where he has 
been for five months! studying the educational 


institutions. His object was to secure as much 
information regarding the conduct of industrial 
and polytechnic schools as possible in the limited 
time he could devote to the work, and he is weli 
satisfied in having obtained a mass of informa. 
tion which, he says, ** will enable me to avoid 
errors, rather than supply me with new sug- 
gestions,” 

“I went to Manchester,” he told a Glohe- 
‘s Democrat reporter, “to deliver a lecture to the 
people interested in education on the methods 
of manual training, On my return to Man- 
chester, after a visit to Glasgow, they gave me 
an ovation which was very vieasurable. The 
ues readily took bold of the idea of manual 

raining, and while I was on the Continent 
founded a school which is modeled on the St. 
Louis institution, and will begin in the present 
mouth. They have issued a circular which is al- 
most cut from our cataiozue. I think they will 
be successful, as those who are in charge are en- 
thusiastic.” 

“Are there fany manual training schools in 

“England ?” 

“There have been heretofore only two; the 
larger, called Finnsbury College, is in London 
and was founded by Philip Magnus, Director of 
the Central Institution of the city und guilds of 
London. The other ig at Shetlicld, and is so in- 
ferior I was not allowed to see it, The Finns- 
bury is modeled after our scbool, but is not 
neariy so well appointed or supplied, having less 
machinery and energy. In Glasgow I founda 
smail school, inferior to the Finngbury institu. 
tion, but under the direction of an enthusiastic 

‘man, Mr. Dixon, who, if he had money, would 
-Make a very good school out of it. He is ham- 
pered by that want. 

“The manual training idea is only a few years 
old in England and Scotland. It has penetrated 
there with the thousand aud one other Amer- 
ican ideas, but needs to be developed and fos 

‘tered. The English, by the way, ure assimilat- 
ing very much thatis American. They will not 
“acknowledge it, but the traces of the mania can 
be seen everywhere. The plan of our manual 
schools is more adapted to them than to the peo-

But 
the plan is one that would not work in America. 
They take a youth and teach him a trade, say 
“Joinery, blockwork, pattern making, &c., but 
, pay no attention to his intellectual culture. The 
boy binds himselt to be a mechanic all the days 
of his life. Of course he is educated to be more 
skilled and capable than the unschooled me- 

Chanic; generally becomes a foreman; but when 
he enters upon the study of a trade helaysdown 
the lines of his life and walks inside them after- 
ward. There are three large Government schools 
at Chalons, Aix Ja Cnapelie, and the third in the 
South of France. They are admirably equipped 
to make what we would call alow grade of me- 
chanical engineers. In Paris the Board of Edu- 
cation has introduced in all the elementary 
schools a kind of manual training, the scho!arg 
doing woodwork and some ironwork. This 
has been going on for several years, and is still 
anexperiment. The feeling there is narrower 
than in our schools, and, although it is an ex- 
tension of the kindergarten, is not as valuable 
an aid to education as it would be if a broader 
feeling prevailed among the teachers. 
“Mechanics are necessary,” Mr. Woodward 
added, “‘and it isa good thing to make intelli- 
gent mechanics; but no American youth would 
submit to any such system. Our plan here hag 
been not to make manual training the all and 
everything. but to combine it with the intel- 
lectual cultivation of the boy simply as an ad- 
junct. Having learnedjwhat we teach, the boy 
is not bound to remain in one trade, but bas 
been so furnished that be will know to what hi 
talents adapt him, and so can muke a choice o 
congenial employment. Having been educated 
to intelligence he will readily grasp any- 
thing he sets out to learn. The euch 
training allows them no_- such iiber- 
ty. and while making them proficient 
.does so at the expense of the boys’ intelligence. 
In Germany there are no manual schools. The 
theoretical part of science is magnificentiy 
taught, but most of their engineers are mere 
draughtsmen. There is one polytechnic school 
at Zurich with excellent methods, but no mun- 
ual training school. 1 went to see the training 
school at Komotau, Bohemia, about which there 
have been many contradictory accounts, 
found something more exceilent than I had an- 
ticipated, but a clearly defined plan for making 
mechanics. The school is broader than the 
French institutions, but yet is jacking in the 
fact that it does not aim nearly high enough, 
Itis about five vears old, and has been 80 suc- 
eessful that six or exght other scnoois are to be 
established in Bohemia on the same plan. J 
visited other educational institutions in Switz. 
erland and in the Netherlands, but they were 
not manual training institutions.”

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POLITICAL ODDS AND ENDS 


SANDIDATES IN HOT PURSUIT OF 
THE AUTUMN DELEGATE. 
RARE DISCRIMINATION BY CHAUTAUQUA 
AND CATTARAUGUS REPUBLICANS— 

BUSY JUDGE POTTER. 

ALBANY, Sept. 4.—The State Constitution 
explicitly declares that “* no person shall be eli- 
gible to the office of Governor or Lieutenant- 
Governor except a citizen of the United States, 
of the age of not less than 30 years, and who shall 
have been five years, next preceding his elec- 
tion, a resident of this State.” This provision 
led to the retirement of Abram 8. Hewitt from 
the convention of 1876, the discovery having 
been made by his opponents that he had lived 
and voted in the State of New-Jersey within 
the probibitory period fixed by the Constitution. 
The statement is now in circulation among Ke- 
publican workers that Mr. Joseph W. Drexel is, 
under this same Clause, ineligible, and hence the 
impropriety of further discussing him as a pos- 
sible nominee for the Governorship. 

Madison County will present John E. Smith, 
of Morrisville, as its candidate for Senator. 
Mr. Smith was the District Attorney in 1878, 
1879, and 1880. He is a man of strong 
character, and enjoys the confidence of 
the community in which he lives. This was 
demonstrated ata recent caucus, when the Re- 
publicans, desirous of recognizing some man 
whose character was in marked contrast to that 
of their Assemblyman, selected Mr. Smith, and 
by a vote of 413 to 82 gave him the privilege of 
electing delegates to the County Convention. 
To Herkimer belongs the right of naming 
the Senator this year, and several of its 
residents are already in the field as candidates, 
among them being ex-Speaker Sheard, County 
Clerk Paimer M. Wood, ex-Senator Albert M. 
Millis, and H. Clay Hail, the Grand Army Com- 
mander. Otsego’s candidates are the present 
Senator Andrew Davidson and Assemblyman 
Frank Arnold. The relations between Otsego, in 
which ex-Congressman David Wilbur has a con- 
trolling influence, and Herkimer, which Senator 
Warner Miller sways, are sadly strained, and 
hopes have been entertained by Mr. Wilbur and 
his friends that Madison would name a candi- 
date whom they could support. They watched 
with interest the efforts of Assemblyman 
Haskell, backed by Thomas C. Piatt to secure 
Madison’s indorsement, and they were disap- 

ointed when he was defeated by Mr. Smith. 
Madison aud Herkimer will, without doubt, 
name the next Senator, and he will hardly be a 
man who wiil further the schemes of the Platt 
crowd. Warner Miller's friends are alive to the 
necessities of the situation. 

The Governor hopes to capture two delegates 
from the Second Washington District in 
spite of pronounced opposition. His friends 
carried the Granville caucus, but were beaten 
at Whitehall. It has been known ali 
along that ex-Mayor Murphy, of Troy, and Rob- 
ert Hamilton, of the Washington district, are 
partners in the plan to give the Governor the 
delegates from the counties of Washington and 
Rensselaer. These two leaders were anti-Cieve- 
land last year and naturally drifted into the 
Hill camp this year, where all the kickers are to 
be found from Mr. Purcell down. The friends 
of Mr. Flower have a grievance against the 
Governor because, as they claim, he has’ stolen 
the Tioga delegation from them, and Tioga 
was Mr. Flower’s own last year, and was con- 
trolled by his lieutenant, John G. Sears. They 
are beginning to believe the lieutenant has gone 
over to the Governor. Mr. Sears is interested 
in the famous Fisk willcasein which Gov. Hill 
is a leading counselor, and they are disposed 
to attribute to this fact the lieutenant’s heart- 
jess desertion. Tioga’s delegation is pledged to 
R. P. Flower for second choice, but thatis a 
straddle which the ex-Congressman’s admirers 
tannot appreciate. 

Some very wild figures have been presented 
phowing the number of delegates in the next 
Republican State Convention. The totals vary 
from 693 to 699, (the Tribune’s calculation,) and 
701, which Chairman Warren printed in the 
Buffalo Commercial Advertiser. The correct 
total is 694, as presented in THE TIMEs last week. 

Erastus Brooks will probably be nominated 
for the Assembly by the Richmond County 
Democrats this Fall. The dissensions in the party 
have been partially healed and the nomination 
of Mr. Brooks is expected to make the cure com- 
plete. Mr. Brooks will be 71 years old on the 
Silst of January, 1886. In the autobiography 
prepared for the legislative almanac it is 
recorded that “‘be was formerly a printer, and 
was for 41 years editor and proprietor of the 
New-York xpress. He has supported himecif 
since the age of 8% years. In early life he pub- 
lished the Gazette at Haverhill), Mass., edited tne. 
Portiand Advertiser in the Harrison campaign, 
and in honor of the part taken by him in the 
canvass was selected to take the Muine Electoral 
vote to Washineton, where he was kindly re- 
ceived by Webster and Clay.” 

The attention of ee ae nay of Schenectady 
County is specially called to the warnings of in- 
fiuential party newspapers against the folly of 
nominating to the Legislature men of bad or 
even doubttul reputations. The Troy Times, 
for instance, strongly protests against the nomi- 
nation of “worthless and faithless men who 
have misrepresented and disgraced their con- 
stituents.” The language is as applicable to 
members of the Legislature of 1884 as to 
those of 1885, and the Jimes insists that the Re- 
publicans** of every county within the range of 
its circulation and infiuence” should give 
heed to its significant utterance. Schenectady 
cannot afford to nominate John W. Veeder to 
the Assembly, even though his friends pretend 
to believe he is the only Republican who can 
carry the county. Mr. Veeder made a record in 
1884 that, bad as it was, would certainly have 
been eclipsed had be been elected to the corrupt 
Assembly of 188. The whisky interests of 
Schenectady desire his return to Albany, and 
that is only one of many reasons why his nomi- 
nation should be defeated. 

Tontine Wiiliamsis huving a struggle to se- 
cure a renomination to the Assembly in the Sec- 
ond Chautauqua District. The doctor was sent 
to the Assembly in 184, and made such a vivid 
impression upon his constituents that 21 years 
elapsed before he again dared to make his ap- 
pearance in public life. That he may not reap- 
pear for another generation is the sinoere desire 
of the many Republicans who watched his per- 
formances in the purchasable Assembly of 1885. 
One great difficulty in rural districts has al- 
ways been to get the local newspapers to turn a 
flood of Jight upon the community’s rascally rep- 
resentative in the Legislature, and voters have 
lived in more or Jess ignorance of his true char- 
acter. The Jamestown Journal has undertaken 
to help rid the community of Dr. Williams. 
“ The Republican voters of the Second Assem- 
bly District of Chautauqua,” it says, “have a; 
duty to perform within the next tew weeks. 
That duty is to defeat the nomination of Julien 
T. Williams. This can be doneif the proper 
means are employed. When the caucuses are 
called let our best men be elected as delegates; 
let them goto the convention untrammeled by 
aay obligation to support a local candidate, and 
unpledged save as to the defeat of Williams and 
the nomination of a worthy man in his stead.” 
Williams is playing bis old political game of get- 
ting candidates into the race in several towns, 
whose delegates shall be turned over to him 
when the dummies for whom they were elected 
have drawn out of sight in the convention. 

Senator Commodore P. Vedder is experiencing 
some trouble in corraling delegates for a renomi- 
nation. One of the Senator's greatest pleasures 
in lifeis holding an office, and next to that is 
reaping all of the pecuniary rewards which 
can possibly be construed as belonging to 
that office. The Gowanda Enterprise boldly 
gays that “OC. P. Vedder is known through- 
out this section of the State as a profes- 
sional politician ‘and chronic office seeker. 
The term fits him well, as he has held office 
nearly every year for 20 consecutive years, 
either by election orappointment. It has appar- 
ently been his only business, and througb the 
service he is reported to have become rich. Two 
years ago, as is well known, he asked to be again 
sent to the Senate, on the ground that other 
Senators hud been given two terms, and that he 
was entitled to a second term. After a long 
contest in the convention held in Dunkirk, 
which lasted nearly through the night, he failed 
to receive the nomination, and the convention 
was adjourned to Jamestown. During the in- 
terval he managed to ‘fix things,’ and at the re- 
assembling of the convention received the nomi- 
pation and afterward the election. After serv- 
ing his second term he comes up smiling and 
demands a third. Has the district got to that 
pass that it has no other man competent to 
represent it in the Senate? Must the pur- 
den of responsibility continue to _ rest 
upon the chronic office seeker ? Doesn’t the gen- 
tleman himself need rest? Hadn’t he better 
take a vacation ? Twenty years of arduous serv- 
ice in behalf of his country is a long period of 
time. This district has many able business men 
who possess large experience and great abili- 
ties—men who are known for their integrity 
and business capabilities, who would honor the 
district as its representatives. Would it not be 
well for such a man to represent us in the State 
Senate instead of a professional politician ?” 
The Republicans of Olean, Gowanda, Little Val- 
ley, and Perrysburg, all of which are in the Sen- 
ator’s own county of Cattaraugus, have repudi- 
ated him by selecting anti-Vedder delegates to 
the Senatorial Convention. 

Now and then a Democratic newspaper dares 
to discuss Goy. Hill with refreshing freedom. 
The Phenia, of Richmondville, in the Mossback 
county of Schoharie, declares that the Governor 
“has shown a weakness verging upon the very 
point of cuddling to the dictates of machine 
rule—a fact which,in the face of many good 
deeds done, caunot so easily be banished from 
the minds of the people, because the good are 
not sufficient to overbalance the poor. Scho- 
harie people have an especial grievance. They 
asked him fora requisition upon the Governor 
of the State of Indiana for the return of M. 
A. Baker, a fugitive from justice and a man 
under indictment for swindling the county out 
of hundreds of hard-earned dollars; but, in com- 
pitance with the wishes of Boss Hoimes, Gov. 

iill pigeonholed the request and Baker’s name 
Is added to the long list of thieves from Schoharie 
County who go ‘scot free’ because justice is 
thwarted by meaus of dishonest and corrupt 
officiais. he honest, hard-working taxpayer 
cannot vote for such a man, expecting that jus- 
tice and the best interests of the State will be 
carried out. We expect, however, that he will 
have the delegates from this county, but should 
he be nominated his majority will be cut cown 
largely in this county. Gov. Hill lacks a greut 





deal of being a statesman. The party can’t afford 
to nominate him and take the chances of a de- 
feat.”

United States Commissioner Joseph M. 
Deuel has an office boy, John H. Sharrott, 16 
years old, a son of Sergt. Sharrott, of the Staten 
Island police force. Among the boy’s friends is 
Harry B. Kelly, about 15 years of age, the son 
of areputable man doing business in this city. 
About a week ago Sharrott remarked to Kelly 
that he knew where there was $500 which he 
could steal, and they agreed to get it. This 
money was in Commissioner Deuel’s desk, in his 
private office, at No. 11 Pine-street, and con- 
sisted of $515 in counterfeit bills. The 
money was stolen on Saturday last, and Shar- 
rott and Kelly started out together. They 
bought a baseball in a Chatham-street store, 


giving a five-dollar bill foritand getting $3 75 
in change. Then they determined to visit Coney 
Island, In Whiteball-street, on their way to the 
island, they bought two pocketbooks, again 
passing a five-dollar bill. At the ticket office of 
the Sea Beach Railroad they were informed 
that a five-dollar bill they had offered for their 
fares was a counterfeit. One of them paid for 
their fares with good money. 

That night. on returning from Coney Island, 
they made the West New-Brighton boys stare 
at their boundless wealth. ‘0 one boy they 
gave a ten-dollar bill, and he passed it without 
trouble, returning them the full change; but 
another, to whom they confided a twenty-dollar 
bill for circulation, insisted that he was entitled 
to $10 out of the product of the exchange. This 
mishap awakened fear in the breasts of Sharrott 
and Kelly, and the next day they returned what 
was left of the money to Mr. Deuel’s desk. 
They spent Monday at Coney Island and then, 
afraid to go home, decided to again steal the 
money and go to Canada. They got the money, 
but when they were dividing it, they were dis- 
mayed to find that about 3200 was marked bad. 
They did not start for Canada, but they kept 
out of their parents’ way until Thursday. 

Meantime Kelly’s father had been searching 
for him. He learned that the boy was skulking 
in the vicinity of his home, and on Thursday 
captured him by strategy. Harry told him all 
about the theft ana the adventures of himseif 
and Sharrott. He also surrendered a part of 
his share of the money, and it was dis- 
covered to be counterfeit. Mr. Kelly took 
the boy before Inspector Byrnes, and 
was referred to Chief Drummond. That of- 
ficer obtained warrants for the arrest of 
both boys, and late on Thursday night Officers 
Eves and Blackwell caught Sharrott campiug in 
a meadow near West New-Brighton. He and 
Kelly were arraigned before Commissioner Ly- 
man yesterday on a charge of uttering counter- 
teit money, and were committed to jail in de- 
fault of bail. 

The question which agitated the Secret Serv- 
ice officers and persons connected with the 
United States courts yesterday was. Should any 
citizen have $515 or counterfeit money in his 
possession. No explanation could be got from 
Commissioner Deuel last night, as he is staying 
at Ocean Grove.

A FALSE ALARM OF FIRE. 
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TROUBLE CAUSED BY AN INEXPERIENCED 
MAN BEING IN CHARGE, 

Conors, N. Y., Sept. 4.—At 4:30 o’clock 
this afternoon some one in the card room of the 
Erie Knitting Mill pulled the district fire box in 
the room just for fun. The department re- 
sponded, but no one in the room admitted pull- 
ing the box, which rang three times, and all the 
help were discharged. When the alarm struck 
in the hook and ladder house P. J. Dwyer, an in- 
experienced man, jumped on the truck and took 
the wheel. Reaching the corner of Erie and 
Factory streets the truck stopped upon the 
driver learning that there was no fire. The 
streets here are narrow, and several teams 
were in the way. Between tending to the 
frisky team and telling the tiller man which way 
to turn; We driver had his handsfull. Finally, 
after backing down Erie-street, a turn down 
Factory could be made. The grade was steep, 
and the turn was too much for the tiller man. 
The wheels ran into a carriage that stood on the 
side of the street, and the rear end of the lad- 
ders struck a building and tore off the’biinds and 
window sashes. People were on the stoops and 
threw themselves in the doorways to save them- 
selves. The rattling of the bhnds and 
broken glass frightened the team and they 
started on a runaway. The tiller man lost 
control of the wheel and the truck swung from 
one side to the other. First stoops, windows, 
and doors were ripped off on one side of the 
street, then portions of the fence on the other 
side. The tiller man was thrown high in the air, 
and ladders were strewn over the street. Peo- 

le on the street ran out of the way for dear 
ife. Twice was the driver, George Wilsey, 
thrown from bis seat, but he bung on to the 
lines and extension Jadder. Over went the truck 
on its side, and the team continued to drag it 
until they were stopped by a teamster named 
Conboy, half a block further on. 

After everything was nearly righted and the 
team was being taken to the engine house they 
made another break, threw the driver, and got 
away from him. The Commissioners are inves- 
gating and say somebody will have to go. The 
damage will reach several hundred dollars, The 
firemen are badly bruised. The Commissioners 
are blamed for putting in an inexperienced man 
every few weeks. Dwyer never handled the 
wheel before. The pay is $35 per month. 
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ROBBING THE MAILS. 

Troy, N. Y., Sept. 4.—D. C. Pierce, for 18 
years mailagent and transfer clerk at Rutland, 
Vt., bas been arrested by Special Post Office In- 
spector Adsit on the charge of robbing the 
mails. The losses which called the attention of

Mr. W. D., Sloane, of this 
city, a member of the association, has written to 
the Executive Committee, suggesting that some 
definite announcement be made of what the 
monument or memorial is to be. He be- 
lieves that subscriptions would come 
in more freely if people knew first 
what they were contributing for, and 
expresses reluctance about asking for offerings 
to a fund to build something indefnite.

Janish ana other from pro- 
ducing the play was set down to be he: vd by 
Judge Van Vorst, in the Superior Court, Cham- 
bers, yesterday. Before noon Mme, Janish en- 
tered the court room, with a fixed smile on her 
intelligent face, a conical white straw hat, 
adorned with particolored ribbons and flowers, 
on her shapely head, and a gray frock, with an 
open waistcoat filled in with lace, robing her 
well knit figure, In her train were her counsel, 
ex-Judge A. J. Dittenhoefer and Thomas J. 
Diehl, of Philadelphia; Manager Gardner, Dram- 
atist David Belasco, and a score of curiosity 
seekers. 

Gen. George W. Wipvgate, who with John H. 
Bird represented Mrs. Ethel Tracy, opened the 
case with a recital of Mrs. Tracy’s claim to be 
the only person authorized to produce an Eng- 
lish version of Sardou'’s play originally calied 
“ Arabella,” put rechristened * Andrea.” Ex- 
Judge Dittenhoefer gave a history of Sardou's

CHILDREN TOSSED IN THE AIR. 

Two Texas steers broke loose from the 
slaughter house at Jobnson and Olé Bushwick 
avenues, Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon and 
rushed bellowing and snorting down Maujer- 
street. Before they had gone a block one of 
them tossed little Charlie Rhodes, of No. 160 
Penn-street, high into the air. Beyond a few 
slight bruises, however, the little follow es- 
caped without injury.

THE MASSACRE OF THE CHINESE, 


SIXTEEN KNOWN TO HAVE BEEN KILLED 
AND MANY WOUNDED, 

Rock SpPRINGs, Wyoming, Sept. 4.—A 
glance over the battle ground of Wednesday re- 
veals the fact that many of the bullets fired at 
the fleeing Chinamen found their mark. Lying 
in the smoldering embers where Chinatown 
stood were found 10 charred and shapeless 
trunks, sending up a noisome stench, while an- 
other, which had evidently been dragged from 
the ashes by boys, was found in the sage brush 
near by. A search resu)ted in the finding of the 
bodies of five more Chinamen, killed by rifle 
shots while fleeing from their pursuers. All 
were placed in pine coffins and buried yesterday 
afternoon. Some six or eight others were found 
seriously wounded, and were cared for by the 
railroad officers. The Coroner’s jury has ren- 
dered a verdict to the effect that the men came 
to their death at the hands of parties unknown. 
Reports from along the line of the railroad are 
to the effect that Chinamen have been arriving 
at small stations east and west of here, and they 
say that alarge number of the fugitives were 
wounded by Wednesday’s attack, and that many 
have perished in the hills, lt is feared that 


it will be found that no less than 50 lost 
their lives when all the returns are in. 
This trouble bas been brewing tor months. 
The contractors who run the mines have been 
importing Chinamen in large numbers and dis- 
charging white men, until over 600 Celestials 
were in their employ. It 1s said that mine bosses 
bave favored the Chinamen to the detriment of 
white miners, and it neeaed only a spark to kin- 
die the flames. This was furnished by a quarrel 
between a party of Celestials and whites in mine 
No. 6 over their right to work in a certain cham- 
ber. <A fight ensued and the Chinamen were 
worsted, four of them being badly wounded, 
one of whom has since died. The white 
miners then came out, armed themselves 
with firearms, aud notified the men in the 
other three mines to come out in the 
afternoon. Meantime all was excitement 
in Chinatown. The fiag was hoisted as a warn- 
ing, and the Chinese working in different parts 
of the camp fled to their quarters. After dinner 
the saloons closed and no liquor has since been 
sold. The miners gathered on the front streets, 
about 100 of them armed with guns, revolvers, 
batchets, and knives, and proceeded toward 
Chinatown. Before reaching there they sent a 
committee of three to warn the Chinamen to 
leavein anbour. This they agreed to do, and 
started to pack up, but in about half an hour 
the white men became impatient and advanced 
upon the Chinese quarters, shouting and firing 
their guns into the air. Without offering 
resistance the Chinese fled with what- 
ever they could snatch up, They fled to 
the hills about a mile east of the town, 
the miners firing at them as tbey filed. 
'The miners then set fire to some of the houses, 
and soon eight or ten of the largest houses were 
in tlames. Half choked with fire aud smoke, 
numbers of Chinamen came rushing from the 
burning buildings, and, with blankets and 
quilts over their heads to protect themselves 
from stray rifle shots, they followed their re- 
treating brothers into the hilis at the top of 
their speed. A laundry in town was next visited 
and the inoffensive inmates shot dead. All the 
employes of the coal department of the 
railroad were ordered to leave town, 
which they did on the evening train. 
During tue night all the Chinese 
houses in town, numbering nearly , were 
burned to the ground. A number of Chinamen 
who were hiding fled from the burning build- 
ings. Itis rumored that the Mormon miners in 
the camp are to be ordered out, but no action in 
this direction has yet been taken. The miners 
here are entirely unorganized in the crusade 
and, although a large number of them are 
Knights of Labor, the move was not made 
under thelr directions. The miners have not 
been working since the riot. Business is almost 
entirely suspended and everything is quiet. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—Gov. Warren, of 
Wyoming Territory, to-day teiegraphed to the 
President and Secretary of War at Washington re- 
questing the assistance of Federal troops in sup- 
pressing tne disturbance at Rock Springs, Wyo- 
ming Territory, caused by the massacre of Chi- 
nese labors by miners. A copy vf the telegram 
was forwarded to Secretary Endicott at his home 
in Massachusetts. Adjt.-Gen. Drum had a con- 
ference with Secretary Bayard as to the best 
course to pursue inthe matter, and it was de- 
cided in view of the informality of the call for 
troops not to disturb the President with the 
question, but instead to issue orders for United 
States troops to proceed to the scene of the dis- 
turbance for the purpose of protecting the 
United States mails. The soldiers are to keep open 
the route over which the mails are carried and 
prevent any interference with them. Adajt.-Gen. 
Drum therefore telegraphed to Major-Gen. 
Schofield at Chicago to order two companies to 
proceed immediately to the scene of the disturb- 
ance for the purposes indicated. It is expected 
that the presence of the troops will tend to pre- 
vent any further tronble, nder the law the 
President can only recognize appeals for Federal 
assistance when made by the Governor and Leg- 
isiature of a State or Territory, or when made 
by the Governor alone when the Legislature is 
not in session and cannot be convened in time to 
meet the emergency. In the present case Gov. 
Warren alone made the appeal, but neglected to 
give the desired information about the Legisla- 
ture. 

Curcaao, Sept. 4.—Inquiry was made at 
the military headquarters a to learn wheth- 
er the troops would interpose in the anti-Chi- 
nese demonstration at Rock Springs. It was 
learned that application had been made by the 
Governor of Wyoming, but no action had been 
taken so far aS known up to2P.M. Though 
the troops could not be used except by the order 
of the President upon application by the Gov- 
ernor to quel) arlot or maintain the peace, yet 
troops could be ueed at all times in defense of 
Government property. ‘Three companies have 
been sent to Rock Springs for this purpose, 

Gen. Schofield to-day received a dispatch from 
Gen. Howard saying that the Governor of Wyo- 
ming had informed him that other outbreaks 
tully as startling as the one at Rock Springs are 
hourly expected at other points, and that the 
excitement is spreading over the Territory. 
Gen. Howard’s dispatch was forwarded to the 
Secretary of War. 

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Sept. 4.—The Chi- 
namen driven out of Rock Springs are gradual- 
ly being picked up by trains going West and 
taken to Evanston, where 1,000 Chinamen are 
living. These Chinese residents of Evanston are 
preparing to defend themselves, and purchase 
all the guns and ammunition in the market, 





ASKING HELP FROM CONGRESS. 

St. Pau, Minn.,'Sept. 4.—The Water- 
ways Convention was called to order at 10 A. M. 
Prayer was dispensed with. Ignatius Donnelly- 
said the convention was an organized raid on the 
Treasury of the United States. He said the 
farmers had been advised to diversify their in- 
dustries, but he would advise them “to raise 
hell.”” ** What we want,” he added, * is cheap 
transportation by our waterways, and if we do 


not get it there will be a revolution in this coun- 
try. The railroads have taken possession of 
the Government of this country. Their em- 
issaries are even present on the floor of 
this convention.” Senator Eustis, of Lou- 
isiana, assured the members that they 
would find the South ready and anxious to 
join with the North in securing the betterment 
of the waterways, and pledged himself to voice 
the sentiments of the convention in Congress. 
The convention was addressed by Congressmen 
Murphy, of lowa, and Hatch, of Missouri, and 
Gov. Bross, of Illinois, and then a long series of 
resolutions were adopted, demanding the im- 
mediate improvement of the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri Riversand their navigable tributaries to 
the fullest extent of their improvable capucity, 
and calling upon Congress for liberal appropria- 
tions for that purpose. The resolutions also call 
upon Congress to provide for the construction 
oft the Hennepin Canal and the enlargement of 
the Illinois and Michigan Canal. 

Judge Frye, of New-York, addressed the con- 
ventionin favor of the poneees Hiorida ship 
canal, which he held was the route by which the 


products of the West should go to foreian marts. 


_After certain arguments made in favor of the 
“upper rivers had been ordered made a partof the 


proceedings in the official report the convention 
adjourned sine die, 


A COMMITTEE OF ONE HUNDRED. 
The Committee of Twenty-five, appoint- 
ed at a meeting of influential Brooklyn Repub- 
licans on July 9, to *“*take such measures as 
may be deemed expedient toward the nomina- 
tion of men best qualified to fill the positions of 


Governor of the State and Mayor of Brooklyn, 
and men to go as a delegation to the State Con- 
vention at Saratoga,” held its first mocting last 
night in the Directors’ Room in the Library 
Building, on Montague-street. The organization 
of the committee was effected as follows: 
Franklin Woodruff, Chairman; George H. 
Fisher, Vice-Chairman; James Case, Secre- 
tary, and Nelson J. Gates, Treasurer. The com- 
mittee went into executive session, and re- 
mained shut up until almost 10 o'clock. Then 
Mr. Case said tbat the discussion had been en- 
tirely in relation to the resolutions adopted at 
the first conference.

THE CHICAGO POST OFFICE. 
Cuicaao, Sept. 4.—The local Board of 
Civil Service Examiners to-day reported to Post- 
master Judd on the result of the July examina- 
tions of applicants for office. Of 103 candidates 
for clerkships examined only 55 passed the 
examination, and of 139 applicants for positions 
as letter carriers only 39 failed to satisfy the 
examiners.

DR. TYNG’S SERVICE ENDED 


DYING AFTER OVER FORTY YEARS 
SPENT IN THE MINISTRY. 

THE AGED CLERGYMAN PASSING AWAY 
QUIETLY AT HIS HOME AT IRVINGTON 
AFTER A LONG, USEFUL, AND ACTIVE 
CAREER, 

The Rev. Dr. Stephen H. Tyng died at 
Irvington, N. Y., Thursday night at about mid- 
night. He was 8 years of age last March. He 
had recently been in good health and enjoyed 
walking about his grounds, but on Thursday he 
took a slight cold and kept his bed nearly all 
day. At night, while his wife and son C. R. 
Tyng were sitting by his bedside, he peace- 
fully passed away. They did not know 
the exact minute dissolution, for it 
was like quietly going to sleep. The 
son first noticed that his father did not 
seem to be breathing, and then ascertained that 
he was dead. His death is attributed princi- 
pally to old age and entire wearing out, hastened 
probably by the cold he had taken. The arrange- 
ments tor the funeral have not yet been com- 
pleted, but it will probably be on Tuesday next 
from St. George's Church, in this city. Dr. Tyng 
leaves five sons and a daughter, the latter living 
with him at Irvington. The Rev. Stephen H. 
Tyng, Jr., one of the sons, is in Paris. Morris A. 
Tyng and T. Mitwhell Tyng are lawyers on 
Pearl-street. Charles R. Tyng is a merchant, 
doing business here, but residing at Yonkers. 

The Rev. Stephen Higginson Tyng, D. D., was 
born in Newburyport, Mass., March 1,1800, and the 
earlier years of his life were spent in that town. 
His father was the Hon. Dudley Atkins Tyng. a 
descendant of Gov. Dudley, who attained dis- 
tinction in the legal profession, and his mother 
was a daughter of the Hon. Stephen Higginson, 
whose name the deceased bore. His college 
course was pursued at Harvard, where he was 
graduated in 1617. For two years thereafter he 
was engaged in mercantile pursuits, but these 
became distasteful to him, and in the latter 
part of 1819 he began the study of theology. A 
part of his studies was pursued at Andover, but 
he subsequentiy placed himself under the tui- 
tion of Bishop Griswold, at Bristol, R. [., and 
was by him prepared for the ministry. On 
March 4, 1821, he was ordained a Deacon of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, and was first 
settled as a Pastor at Georgetown, D. C., 
in 1823. He remained with this oharge 
for two years, and then accepted an invitation 
to a wider field which was opened to him in 
Queen Anne Parish, Prince George’s County, 
Md. By thistime he had become noted in his 
denomination as ao eloguent and impassioned 
preacher and a writer of rare power. The iame 
of his ministry had spread to Philadelphia, and 
in 1829 he was asked to become the Rector of 8&t. 
Paul’s Church in that city. He accepted the 
otter, and soon became higbly popular with his 
new congregation, while his success as a Pastor 
was very marked. -No church in Philadelphia 
had ever before attracted so great audiences as 
pressed on Sabbath days to listeu to his eloquent 
utterances. In 1832 the degree of Doctor_ of 
Divinity was conterred on him by Jefferson Col- 
lege, and atterward by Harvard, and in the fol- 
lowing year be became Rector of the Church of 
a: Epiphany in Philadelphia. 

Jptothe Spring of 1445 Philadelphia contin- 
ued to be the scene of the labors of Dr. Tyng, 
which were crowned with the greatest success. 
In that year he moved to this city to occupy the 
pulpit of the Church of St. George, which had 
been made vacant by the death of the Rey. Dr. 
Milnor. The church was then situated at Cliff 
and Beekman streets, a location which was un- 
favorabie to its rapid growth and usefulness; 
and mainly through the influence of Dr. Tyng 
measures were taken for the erection of the edi- 
fice at Rutherford-place and East Sixteenth- 
street, Which was completed in 1848. On Nov. 
14, 1865, St. George's was burned to the ground, 
and Dr. Tyng was at work making arrangements 
for the building of a new edifice before the 
charred timbers of tbe old one had ceased to 
smoke. The present comfortable and commo- 
dious church was the result of his efforts. 

Few metropolitan clergymen performed so 
much laborious service or exerted themselves 
with so much effect as Dr. Tyng. For more 
than 40 years he was prominent as a leading Low 
Churchman, and was one of the pioneers in the 
evangelical movements, both within the church 
and outside of it. In the organization of the 
Lvangelical Knowledge Society, the American 
pire moment Society, and the Evangelical 

ducation Society he took a prominent purt, 
and in everything pertaining to the spread of 
liberal and evangelical principles he always 
evinced a deep and decided interest. In the pro- 
ceedings which ied to the triai of Bishop Onaer- 
donk, of Pennsyivuania, in lott, he was one of 
those who demanded a vigorous investigation of 
the charges, and fully indorsed the sentence of 
suspension pronounced by the Episcopal tribu- 
nal. During the war Dr. Tyng was known asa 
loyal and devcted adherent of the Union, and 
never lost proper opportunities of impressing 
his views upon his congregation, 


of 


In 1870 Dr. Tyng found it necessary to with- | 


draw ina measure from active pulpit work on 
account of his extreme age, but his people pro- 
vided him with an assistant, and be continued 
his supervision of St. George’s Parish. One of 
his last pubiico appearances was at the meeting 
of the Evangelical Alliance in 1373, and five years 
Jater, on April 28, 187%, he preached his farewell 
sermon to his congregation. He was theo 78 
ears ola, and felt that he was too feeble to 
onger retain his position. His assistant, the 
Rey. Walter W, illiams, was made his suc- 
cessor, and Dr. Tyng was appointed Pastor 
Emeritus, with a saiary of $5,000 a year,which he 
enjoyed until his death. The Jast years of his 
life were devoted to the preparation of a history 
of St. George’s Parish from its earliest day to 
the present time. 

In every sphere in which he was called to act 
Dr. Tyng was a man of energetic purpose, and, 
as his personal influence and individual attrac- 
tions were great, he necessarily occupied a com- 
manding position in the community. He was 
remarkabi@for readiness as an extempore speak- 
er and for fervid eloquence. The cause of 
temperance and other movements for reform 
possessed no more earnest advocate and none 
who were more ready to give utterance to their 
convictions of what was best for society. One 
who heard him 380 or 356 years ago, when he was 
in the zenith of his power and popularity, 
writes: ‘It has been our good fortune to hear 
him on a variety of occasgions—in his pulpit, 
on the platform, and as a participant in 
discussions of public interest. But every- 
where he retainea his perfect individuali- 
ty without the chance of a mistake. We 
have heard him eulogize Whitfleld and Wesley, 
and Joseph John Gurney, in his own pulpit; re- 
pudiate allsympathy with papacy on the plat- 
form, and discuss matters of religious policy 
with leaders proud of the title of independents. 
But throughout the whole we could not escape 
the conviction that Dr. Tyng was the speaker, 
and when we considered his arguments as dis- 
tinctly impressed upon the memory, we saw 
them stamped with the individuality of their 
source. ‘If,’ said he, on one occasion, *I am to 
acknowledge any man’s infallibility, it sha!l be 
the man that dwells here,’ pointing with em- 
phatic gesture to his own heart. We felt 
quite confident that if called upon to cast his 
vote for a Pontiff, it would be for Stephen I. 
rather than Stephen X. Dr. [yng is possessed of 
a wonderful command of language. We bave 
heard himon occasions where his words were 
evidently unpremeditated, and yet each of 
them took its fitting place,and as paragraph 
after paragraph rolled on its movements were as 
precise, if not as ponderous, as the measured, 
stately tread of marshaled ranks. There was no 
faltering, no sign of hesitation, no doubtful ut- 
terance. You might perhaps question whether, 
in a perfectly cool moment, he would make affi- 
davit to all the positions taken on the spur of 
the occasion, but as to the positions themselves 
there could be no mistake. They were not 
wrapped up in togs and vapors. They were not 
evolved from implications and allusions. They 
stood forth in the clear outline of distinct and 
empvhatio utterance.” 

Dr. Tyng's published writings were in the 
main amplifications of his pulpit efforts. They 
were widely read in their dav and are still more 
or less sought after. Amongthem are the fol- 
lowing: ‘* Lectures on the Law and the Gospel,” 
1832; ** Sermons preachad inthe Church of the 
Epiphany,” 1889; ** Recollections of England,” 
1847; “* Christ is All,’ 1849-64; ‘* The Captive 
Orphan,”’ 1859; * Forty Years’ Experience in 
Sunday Schools,” 1866; ** The Prayer Book Ilns- 
trated by Scripture,” 1865-7; ** The Feast En- 
joyed,” 1868. For several years he edited the 
Episcopal Recorder and the Protestant Church- 
man, and both of those papers prospered highly 
under his vigorous managemert.

The testimony of ‘“‘The’’ Davis was fin- 
ished yesterday afternoon, and with it virtually 
ended the preliminary hearing in the case against 
James T. Holland for killing Tom Davis, the 
sawdust operator. When Holland and his friend 
Hill were brought-together into the room of the ; 
Bpecial Sessions Court atthe Tombs, admiring 
eyes were turned upon them, both from with- 
in the bar and from the settees at the right of 
the bench, where two groups of bronzed-faced 
Texans had been awaiting their arrival. There ; 
Were about a dozen of them, merchants on 
here to buy goods, they said and who had 
dropped in to see fair play, with-the restraining 
conventionalities of this latitude. Holland wore | 
@ new check suit, a tribute from his fellow- 
Texans, it was said. Diamonds set in a gold’ 
horseshoe shone on his scarf. Hifi seemed in ‘ 
sprightly mood. His hair was matted down 


with oil in front and puffed out behind. He4 
pulled apocovingty at his mustache-and laughed |

earnest. 

“The” Davis, from a seat among the specta- 
tors’ benches, scowled from the moment the. 
Texansentered the room, but would not allow’ 
his eyes to turn in their direction. He carried: 
his determination not to look at the Texans to ] 
the stand, where he wheeled the witness chair 4 
about so as to face Justice Gorman, nearly’ 
turning his back on the lawyers. Mr. Price, 
counsel for the Texans, made him go over the 
story of the shooting. It did not vary mate- 
rislly from what he had said before. He spoke ‘ 
of the business in which he and his brother had 
been engaged as *“‘supposed to be dealing in. 
counterfeit money.”’ They had been engaged 
in it 12 ars, he said, in which time they had 
four different offices. The story of what they did 
and how they did it was told without re- 
serve or any sign of shame, yet quietly. If it, 
had been a decent business he could not have 
spoken more frankly aboutit. He rose and 
illustrated witb his hat and a newspaper how he 
“o ted’ from behind the panei. Mr. Price 
tried to find out about Butler, Tom Davis's 
elerk. After argument among the lawyers Da-- 
vis said Butler had served a term in prison for* 
crooked business, something like that in which 
the Davis brothers were employed. Davis had 
last seen Butier on Wednesday night at Davis's , 
honse. The witness had visited the Reade-street 
office yesterday morning with a lawyer and 
Police Captain Eakins. The purpose of the visit 
‘Was further inspection of theplace. Capt. Eakins 
‘ordered the desk with the hinged panel to be 
taken to the station house, to be preserved as an 
exhibit for the coming trial. 

The details of the shooting and arrest com- 
pleted Davis’s testimony, to which Hoiland 
listened indifferently, while it amused Hill. 

** There are only one or two more witnesses for 
the people,” Assistant District Attorney Purdy ‘ 
paid, “and as one of them I call Mr. Hill.” 

This was a thunderboit in the camp of the-de- 4 
fense. Mr. Purdy said that the prosecution and 
the court had no charge against Hill, but want- 
ed him asa witness. Justice Gorman confirmed 

- Purdy’s statement that Hill wasfree. Mr. | 

rice and Mr. Grady protested, and argued ' 

t the capture of a witness for 
the defense by the prosecution. A long 
and spirited argument was ended by Jus- 
tice Gorman’s decision that Hill be sworn. 
Mr. Grady said that under advice of counsel 
Hill would refuse to be sworn. Hill was. or- 
dered to the stand, where he-twirled.jhis mus- 
tache and refused to be sworn. All the counsel 
talked together about what ought tobe done: 
with him. Justice Gorman said he would hoid 
him as a witness under $1,500 bail, and that. 
afterward he would punish him for contempt of . 
court. It was announced at the same time from 
the bench that the complaint against Hill for 
coming to tne od for Shed anything fur was

Holand, who was grim and 


dismissed. As neither side had anything ther 
to uffer Holland was committed to await the 
action of the Grand Jury, which will meet on 
Monday. Itis thought that the District Attor- 
ney will submit the case to the Grand Jury next 
‘week, and that it may come to trial bin a 
month. 

The Texan spectators who had watched the 
proceedings hustled about after the hearing to 
get bali for Hill. Hili contributed his wad of 
$1,800. The other $200 was soon raised, and $1,500 4 
cash was tendered Justice Gorman. He said he 
could take only real estate security. Hill was 
led off to the House of Detention, and his friends 
started out to ad the — security, 
in the hope of ing him last night, alto- 
gether'unmindful of the commitment tor con- 
tempt which would still lie against him. 
The lawyers retained by ** The” Davis showed 
several letters Zosterday. ostensibly from 
friends of Holland, threatening pistols and dag- 
gers. One of the missives was decorated with 
drawings of two pistols and of a bleeding heart 
with a dagger thrust throughit. The Texans 
disavow responsibility for these threats. By ad- 
vice from the District Attorney's office Justice 
Gorman has decided not to entertaina com- 
Plaint against ** The” Davis foran attempt at 
grand larceny. 

Sergt. Reinisch, of the Tombs, yesterday re- 
ceived a dispatch from George F. Wilson, who a 
few days age gave himself out as Chief of Police 
at Abilene, Texas, asking him to communicate 
itto Holland. It read thus: “ You have the 
sympathy of the town with you and will furnish 
bonds for you to-morrow.” The Sergeant 
showed the dispatch to Holiand, who after read- 

it said, ** Show it to Hill.” When Hill read 
it he smiled and remarked, ** Well, that man has 
@ cheek. e killed a man only two weeks ayo.” 

“ Why, be is the Chief of Police of Abilene,” 
interposed Sergt. Reinisch. 

“T am the Chief of Police,” replied Hill. 
“ That fellow must have been appointed to m 
place by the Board of Aldermen aiter I left. I’ 
answer him at the proper time.” 

A small woman dressed in black and heavily 
veiled called at the Coroners’ office at noon yes- 
terday and told Coroner Levy that she was the 
widow of ** Tom” Davis, and that her object in 
appearing was to obtain possession of the gold 
watch and chain and the other articles, valued 
in all at $600, found on her husband’s body when 
he was shot. She said her maiden name was 
Elizabeth McGuire, and produced a marriage 
certificate dated July 1, 1861, which showed that 
he had been married to Thomas Davis by the 

Rev. Samuel H. Smith, at the Allen-Street 

ethodist Episcopal Church. Her witnesses 
were Jane P. Vail and Josephine 8. Smith. 
Mrs. Davis stated that at the time of this 
wedding she was only 15 years old, but told the 
minister that she was 18. Davis was then 22. 
She saia she did not know of her huspand’s oper- 
ations in the “‘sawdust” business, but had sup- 
Posed he was connected with a gun and ammu- 
nition concern. She.had always kept away 
from his sporting friends and their wives, and 
had lived in quietness at Gunthersville, Coney 
Island, with her two children, one 18 and the 
other i5 years of age. The last time she saw 
“Tom” Davis was on West Broadway about 

two weeks ago. During their married life she 
and * Tom” had never had a quarrel. Coroner 
Levy referred her to the Surrogate. 

In all that has been said about Mrs. * Tom” 
Davis by ** The” Davis, the wife has been said to 
be living at Kuntz’s Atlantic Hotel, Rockaway. 
On the day of the murder she was there se- 
riously ill, her six children being with her, and 
she herself about to become the mother of a 
seventh. At the hotel yesterday it was said that 
she left there “Thursday with the intention of 
oing to “The” Davis’s house. Mrs. Kuntz 
thought there was nodoubt about the lad - 
Ing the real Mrs. Davis, as “Tom” Davis 
brought her down to Rockaway early in the 
season and had visited her nearly every day 
since. No light could be obtained on the ques- 
tion of whether there is more than one dow 
from “ The” Davis. At his house last night his 
boys spoke of their aunt as “Aunt Julia,” 
while the woman at the Coroners’ office said her 
BRame was Elizabeth.

SUNK AT THE LAUNCHING. 


—— > 
‘THE ACCIDENT WHICH BEFELL THE NEW 
TORPEDO BOAT. 


Three o’clock yesterday afternoon was 
“the hour fixed for the launching of the torpedo 
boat at Fort Lafayette. A few invited guests 
were present, including the inventor, J. T. Hol- 
land, Lieut. Zalinski, and Dr. Cyrus Edson. The 
foundations of the structure which had been 
prepared for the launch that the high winds and 
waves of Thursday had damaged were thought 
‘to have been made firmer over night, so that 
everybody was sanguine of compiete success. 
Thursday a “sink” or heavy platform, the hol- 
low middle of which was filled with stone and 
iron, rested at the base of the ‘ ways” used for 
getting the boat off, but the action of the water 
worked it out of position and made necessary 


the substitution of piles. These piles were 
very hard to place securely owing to 
the exceedingly slippery fiint foundation on 
which they rested. Braces and balances of all 
sorts were used, and every sign indicated a safe 
superstructure. Ihe torpedo boat weighs 28 
tons, but it was calculated that the ways rested 
on a foundation whose security had been clearly 
proved, and therefore no fears were entertained 
of disaster from that source. To the head end 
of the vessel was attached a long and stout rope, 
controlled by the hands of aschooner that had 
been hired to anchor off Fort Lafayette and 
swing to the * monster” after she had taken the 
water. The torpedo boat’s tail faced the sea, 
and a large rope tied to her head was made fast 
to a“ jack” on the tort. This rope_ held the 
craft fast, and it was designed, by slowly re- 
leasing it from the “ jack,’’ to permit her to 
slide gradually into the sea. 

At3:380 o'clock Lieut. Zalinski ordered ali hands 
to let go, but Inventor Holland begged for a few 
minutes more time, and it was not until 3:38 P. 
‘M. that a commanding “ Let her go, boys !"* was 
uttered by Lieut. Zalinski, and with eager looks 
those most concerned held their breath while the 
spindle-shaped vessel moved rapidly from her 
moorings to the water. Suddenly her movement 
increased, and amid a cracking noise and the 
breaking of timbers the vessel tilted slightly, 
and then, righting, rushed rapidly into the 
ocean, on the bosom of which she floated as 
gracefully as a swan. Everybody concerned 
was in an ecstasy of delight, and Inventor Hol- 
land so far forgot his resolution to conceal his 
identity as to exclaim, “She's a go, as sure as 
my name is Holland!” But delight sooo 
changed into disappointment. The ‘** monster” 
was surely sinking, and in exactly four and a half 
minutes from the time the boat struck the water 
she had disappeared from sight. Boats manned 
by soldiers and laborers were sent quickly to the 
spot where the vessel had gone down, andina 
few minutes Lieut. Zalinski called out that he 
could touch the turret with his hand. Examina- 
tions foliowed, and it was ascertained that the 
boat, although pretty full of water, had notsunk 
and would not sink, entirely. The compressed 
air escaping through a valve madea mournful, 
whistling sound over the spot where the vessel 
went down. It is about 100 feet northwest of 
Fort Lafayette, and will be marked by buoys 
and lights until the work of raising is completed. 
Until this is acconmplished there will be more or 
less danger to passing vessels, whose pilots should 
be on the lookout for the sunken craft. 

Lieut. Zalinski, Dr. Edson, and Mr. Holland 
deciare that the torpedo boat gave every evi- 
dence of success. She floated well and properly 
for fully three minutes, and did not, as many 
contended would be the result, fall over on her 
beam ends, but moved with grace and ease until 
carried down by the water which filled in from a 
hole in the bottom. ‘“*The fellow who held the 
rope at the jack let go too quickly,” said Mr. 
Holland. “ The sea end of the toundation could 
noi stand the violent strain upon it caused by 
the velocity of the boat’s movement and weight, 
so that the ‘ways’ broke and the vessel, being 
thrown on one side, the top of a pile punched a 
hole in her bottom.’ Some outsiders believe 
that the door of the diving apparatus for sinking 
the craft below the surface became opened, but 
Marine Architect Cowles, Inventor Holland, and 
others do pot admit this as possible. 

The vesse! will be raised by Monday, and an- 
other test wiil probably be made within a week.

CHANGES IN BRAZIL. 


THE LIBERALS DEFEATED AND THE CON- 
SERVATIVES ONCE MORE IN POWER. 
Premier Saraiva, who since 1879 has 
been at the head of the Liberal Party in Brazil, 
has resigned his position, and a Conservative 
Cabinet has been formed. The Premier had de- 
pended on the Conservative vote to carry out 
the emancipation of the slaves. The more ad- 
vanced wing of his party, desiring the immedi- 
ate abolition of slavery. and the most backward 
wing of the Conservative Party, which was 
stoutiy opposed to anything likely to bring 


about emancipation, declined to vote for the 
Government. It had been compelled to seek 
support for its reform bili in Conservative 
——. and was in consequence defeated, the 
onservatives preferring that they should have 
the credit of the reform rather than that it 
should go to the Liberal Party. The new Cab- 
inet is composed of the following members: 

Prestdent of the Council and Minister of Foreign 

Affairs—Senator Baron de Cotezgipe. 
wmister os Agriculture, Commerce, and Public Works 
—Representative Antonio da Silva Prado. 

Minister of Finance—Representative Francisco Beli- 
zario Scares de Souza. 

Minteter of the Intertor—Senator Baron de Mamoré. 

imister of Justice—Senator M. Joaquim Delphino 
Ribeiro da Luz. 

Minister of War—Senator Joas José de Oliveira 
Junquetira. > 

Minister of the Navy—Representative Alfredo Rod- 
rigues Fernandes Chaves. 

The new Premier.the Baron de Cotegipe, is 
one of the best known chiefs of the Conserva- 
tive Party, and is considered as important 
@ person as his Conservative predecessor, the 
Viscount de Rio Branco, who took the first steps 
toward reform in the provincesfor the freedom 
of the new born. Baron de Cotegipe has been in 
the Cabinet a great many years. The new Min- 
ister of Agriculture, Commerce, and Public 
Works is a Representativejfrom the Province of 
San Paulo, which is one of the most important 
agricultural provinces in Brazil. He is a very 
young man, and possessed of considerabie 
ability. The new Minister of Finance is a Rep- 
resentative of the Province of Rio, and a leading 
Director of the Bank of Brazil. He is very 
well known, and is said to be intelligent and 
able. The new Minister of the Interior has been 
in the Conservative Ministry before, as have 
also the new Ministers of Justiceand War. The 
new Minister of the Navy is an old Representa- 
tive of the Province of hio. 

“My impression,” said Sefinor Salvador de 
Mendonca, Consul-General of Brazil in this city, 
yesterday, “is that this Cabinet will surely re- 
alize reform. They were called to appear at the 
very moment that the Liberals had prepared the 
opinion of the country. Perhaps it was wen- 
erally believed that the people would be more 
satisfied with the reform made by the Vonserv- 
ative Party. In Brazil, as in Kngland, when 
there has been any great reform, it has been the 
Liberal Party that prepared it, and just as they 
had reached its level the Conservative Party bas 
stepped in and completed the work. The Con- 
servative Party, of course, would not make a 
reform so advanoed as a Liberal Party.” 

* Did Ppp expect this change?” 

*T did not,”’ was the answer, “ but of course 
the Liberal majority was so smal! that Premier 
Saraiva was at the mercy of the Conservatives.”

OWING NEARLY HALF A MILLION. 


-EMBARRASSMENT OF THE JEWELRY FIRM 


OF KOSSUTH MARX & CO. 

. Kossuth Marx & Co., wholesale dealers 
in jewelry and importers of diamonds at No. 39 
Maiden-iane, failed yesterday, and the partners, 
Kossuth, Adolphus, and Jacob Marx, made an 
assignment for the benetit of creditors to Julius 
Lipman, lawyer, of No. 206 Broadway. The as- 
signment, which covers preferences to creditors 
to the amount of $215,390, includes 11 schedules 
of various classes of indebtedness. Of the latter 
$154,406 is on customers’ paper indorsed by the 
firm, $51,338 for merchandise, $9,046 to holders of 
the firm’s notes given for merchandise, and $600 


for wages. The total labilities are reported at 
from $400,000 to $500,000, with nominaily large 
assets. 

Bradstreet's reports say that the present firm 
of Kossuth Marx & Co. has been established 
since 1874. it had about $10,000 capital at the 
start, and succeeded in building up a large busi- 
ness, and a year ago Claimed that its capital had 
increased to $100,000. The members of the firm 
are special partners to the extent of $6,000 with 
Charles Rausch, dealer in diamonds, &c., at No. 
89 Maiden-lane, The failure is the largest one 
that bas occurred in the jewelry trade in this 
city for several years, and has caused much ex- 
citement, surprise, and comment in the trade. 
The firm has been well regarded by the jewelry 
trade of this city, and merchants have had no 
reasonable doubt of their perfect solvency and 
integrity. These were the sentiments expressed 
by several of the leading representatives of the 
jewelry trade. Speaking of the firm's later 
transactions, one gentieman, a creditor of the 
tirm, said that he was informed that Kossuth 
Marx & Co, had within the past three or four 
months bought of European houses something 
like $210,000 worth of diamonds and jewelry and 
that that transaction was of greater magnitude 
than all their previous operations abroad during 
their whole business career. The goods, the 
gentleman stated, had been bought on credit 
and were not yet paid for, and the sellers were 
not included among the preferred creditors, 
meeting of creditors has been called for to-day. 
A special meeting of the Jewelry Board of Trade 
is to be held this noon to discuss the firm’s af- 
fairs. 

Mr. Lipman, the Assignee of Marx & Co., 
speaking of the firm, says tbat several matters 
have contributed in causing the failure. One of 
the partners, Adolphus arx, who went to 
Europe about 18 months ago to buy goods, was 
taken sickand had toremain in a hospita! there 
for overa vear.

The liabilities were between $400,000 and $500,- 
000, a large portion of which isdue in Europe for 
goods purchased there, He could give no esti- 
mate of the value of the assets, but he thought 
they were large. They consisted of watches, 
jewelry, diamonds, and other stook, book ac- 
counts, and office furniture and fixtures. He 
said that ail the preferences were to business 
people, not a single relative being among those 
preferred, Although the amount of!preferences 
was large, over $100, was merely nominal, 
representing bills receivable under discount in 
the banks, nearly all of which, it was thought, 
would be paid by the makers. Mr. Lipman 
thought the firm would be able to pay at least 
50 cents on the dollar.

THE FIRST STEP OF PROGRESS. 
DISINFECTING CHARGES TO BE FIXED BY 
THE QUARANTINE BOARD. 

The Quarantine Board decided yester- 
day by a unanimous vote that it had the law- 
ful authority to limit the charges for the disin- 
tection of rags arriving in this port. This was 
based upon the opinion of W. W. Macfarland, 
the counsel to the board, who found that sec- 
tion 4, page 19, of the quarantinelaws of 1863 
authorizes the Health Officer, in conjunction 
with the Quarantine Commissioners, to license 
lightermen, stevedores, laborers, and other 
employes as may be found necessary for 
the care and purification of vessels, mer- 
chandise, baggage, dunnage, &c., in quaran- 
tine, “but the compensation of all persons 
so employed shall be fixed and determined 
by the Commissioners of Quarantine.” He also 
stated: ** Now, employment is a matter of con- 
tract. No one can be compeiled to perform any 
service for the Commissioners or any other per- 
son or body, and consequently every one is at 
liberty to refuse to do any act required unless 
he is paid whatever price he may think proper 
to charge. The law merely authorizes the Com- 
missioners to negotiate and agree.upon the 
price of service of those whom it may wish to 
employ, and indeed it could do no more.” 

The counsel's opinion was accepted without 
debate. There were several rag importers pres- 
ent, and some of them asked if the commission 
would at once fix the rate of charges for disin- 
fection. Mr. Platt said that be wanted more in- 
formation relative to the actual cost of disin- 
fection before he voted on that point; he de- 
sired to deal fairly by the persons who did the 
disinfecting as well as by the importers. He 
proposed that the rag importers should give 
their individual views on the subject. The rep- 
resentatives of Lockwood & McClintock and 
Meyer & Co. each said they thought that $1 a ton 
would be a reasonable charge. 

Commissioner Judd submitted the following 
memorandum, which he said bad been handed 
to him by a rage importer, and which purported 
to show the cost of disinfecting rags by the 
superheated steam process:

LOCAL IMPROVEMENTS STOPPED. 

Controller Loew's decision not to ap- 
prove of any new contracts for local improve- 
ments because of the lack of appropriations to 
carry on the work, affects contracts in the De- 
partment of Public Works for sewers and for 
regulating and grading various streets, amount- 
ing to about $100,000. One contract which Com- 
missioner Squire was to have let yesterday pro- 


vided for the completion of Morningside-ave- 
nue. Under the position assumed by the Con- 
troller the contract was not awarded. The con- 
tracts: which the Park Department would 
have had carried out had not Mr. Loew 
disapproved of the scheme amounted to 
about $150,000. Although Corporation Coun- 
sel Lacombe took a ifferent view of 
the condition of the City Treasury than 
the Controller, it is not thought probable that 
any contractor to whom a contract was awarded, 
subject to the approval of the latter official, will 
test the questions involved in the courts. The 
estimates of the contractors were all based upon 
the expectation of a continuous job through the 
Summer and Autumn, and if they should suc- 
ceed in mandamusing the Controller to enforce 
his approval of the contracts they would 
to begin work in the middie of Winter, and 
would be confronted with probable loss on all 
the contracts. 

Jn consequence of the Controller's decision no 
new public improvements can be projected this 
year, and the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment will have to make provision for new con- 
tracts in the next tax levy.

COLLECTOR HEDDEN’S AIDS. 
TWO IMPORTANT APPOINTMENTS CONFIRMED 
BY THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


Two important appointments, made by 
Collector Hedden before he left the city, have 
been confirmed by the Treasury Department. 
Charles Davis, of Binghamton, succeeds Richard 
Wyncoop as Deputy Collector in charge of the 
Fourth, or Navigation. Division, and Bernard 
Kenney takes J. L. Burns’s place as Superin- 
tendent of Warehouses. Deputy Collector Wyn- 
coop placed his resignation in the hands of Col- 
lector Hedden (as did all the other Deputies) 
when Mr. Hedden assumed charge of the office. 
The new Collector did not give the old Deputies 


to understand that he intended to retain them 
permanently, but asked them ali to remain at 
their posts for the time being. Mr. Wyncoop 
bas served the Government in the Custom House 
for about 15 years, and he has been regarded as 
a good officer. He is the thirdjofiCollector Rob- 
ertson’s Deputies that bas been displaced. 
Charles Davis, the new Deputy, is a prominent 
member of the Democratic Party in Bingham- 
ton. He is said to bea stanch adherent of Mr. 
Tilden. He was appointed Warden of Sing Sing 
prison by Gov. Lucius Robinson. Mr. Davis is 
about 48 years of age. He Is now in this city and 
will probably enter upon his new duties in a day 
or two. Bernard Kenney, who succeeds Mr, 
Burns as Superintendent of Warehouses, is an 
ex-Alderman of this city and a County De- 
mocracy leader in the Eighth Assembly 
District. He served as Port Warden 
under Gov. Hoffman, and was  appoint- 
ed a Harbor Master by Gov. Cleveland 
in 1883, but his name was in the batch of ap- 
ointments that were not confirmed by the State 
enate. Lately he has been performing the 
duties of Dock Master, attached to the Dock De- 
partment. The place to which he bas just been 
appointed has a salary of $2,500 a year. Mr. 
Burns, the officer displaced by Kenney, has been 


in the service for a long time, and bears the rep- 


utation of be a good officer. Mr. Kenney’s 
appointment, as discussed by politicians, is gen- 
erally credited to the influence of Hubert O, 
Thompson and Senator James Daly. 


NEW POST OFFICE DISTRICT. 
PRODUCE EXCHANGE MEN WANT IT TO IN- 
CLUDE ALL OF DOWN TOWN. 

There is likely to be a conflict of opinion 
about the establishment of a new Post Office 
district in the iower part of the city. Members 
of the Produce Exchange some time ago induced 
the Postmaster-General to give them a separate 
district office in their now building. There are 
8,000 members of the Exchange and a large pro- 
portion of the most active firms have offices in 
the Produce Exchange building. The Govern- 
ment pays $4,500 a year rent for a large room in 
the building, and also bears the extra expense 
of a special service for the produce dealers, This 
service is an expensive indulgence on the part 
ofthe Post Office Department. It costs about 
$20,000 a year. 

A petition was circulated among the members 
of the Exchange about a fortnight ago asking 
the Post Office authorities to extend the limits 
of the new city district (District P) so as to em- 
brace the entire portion of the city below the 
middle of Wali-street. By including the south 
side of Wall-street the petitioners hoped to have 
the Stock Exchange and the Custom House inu- 
cluded in the new district. The matter was laid 
before the Post Office Department, but nothing 
has yet been done, 

Inquiry among the members of other Ex- 
changes disclosed the fact that the Produce Ex- 
change Committee had not asked the co-opera- 
Leading 
members of the Consolidated Oll Exchange, 
which numbers about 2,500 members, said that 
they did not want a separate Post Office district. 
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TOO ROUGH TO ROW. 
SO HANLAN, LEE, AND ROSS DECIDE TO 
THE DISGUST OF 5,000 SPECTATORS, 

Nearly 5,000 people went to Manhattan 
Beach and Sheepshead Bay yesterday afternoon 
to witness the three-mile single scull race that 
had heen advertised for two weeks between 
Hanlan, Lee, and Ross for a purse of $2,000. 
Elaborate preparations had been made for the 
race. A grand stard had been erected on a pier 
that projected into the bay that was capable of 
seating 10,000 people, and seuts were advertised 
for sale for $5 and $3, according to location, 
admission costing $1. About 100 persons bought 


ore-dollar tickets, and the rest of the crowd 
were content to stand along the shores of the 
bay and take their chances. The 5,000 assembled 
to witness the race at 3:30 o’clock, and they 
watched the water untii 5:30. Then the three 
Oursmen came out in their sculls and held a long 
discussion with Hamilton Busbey, the referee 
of the race, inthe middle of the bay. At the 
conclusion of the discussion they rowed back to 
their boathouses, and the 6,000 speotators were 
informed that the race had been postponed until 
Monday afternoon, bevause the water was too 
rough to row. 

The 5,000 spectators looked sadly at each other 
for one second, and theo made a concerted de- 
scent upon the raiiroad stations. Each man of 
the 5,000 explained to his neighbor that he did 
not come down to the bay to see the race, but 
that he had only strolled over from Manhattan 
Beach to see what the crowd was gathered for, 
To the disinterested spectator the water did not 
look at all rough, and the oarsmen were roundly 
denounced for their conduct.
